Democrats Decline the P ist Plan 
of Fusion in Georgia—They Say 
it is Insuiting—William Boy Agi- 
tates the Air in Ohio. 


(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRB.) 

SPRINGFIELD (Ill...) Oct. 20.—(Spe- 
cial Dispatch.) Candidate Bryan is 
coming to Springfield Friday night to 
make a speech from the front steps of 
the State house, and today the Repub- 
lican County Central Committee and 
the sound-money Democrats arranged 
to take an important and interesting 
part. He has been in the habit of as- 
serting that the big crowds that 
turned out to see and hear him are 
evidence that the majoritx of voters are 
for free silver. He seems to take it for 
granted that every man in every crowd 
is going to vote for him. 

The Republicans and sound-money 
Democrats of Springfield are going to 
give Bryan an object lesson. They have 
arranged for every sound-money voter 
who turns out Friday night to see and 
hear the free-silver candidate to wear 
a big yellow badge. There will be no 
picture on the badges and no inscrip- 
tion of any kind. They will be made 
of plain yellow ribbon, and are to in- 
dicate that the wearers are for sound 
money, regardless of party- When 
Bryan faces his audience Friday night 
he will see thousands of these yellow 
badges. 

It has been ordered by the RepuDd- 
lican Committee, and the order will be 
enforced, that no.man wearing a yel- 
low badge is to say a word or in any 
way interrupt the meeting, but if the 
candidate makes his stock claim that 
a big crowd is evidence that the people 
are for him, the gold badges will be 
visible evidence that the statement is 
not true. As most of the Domocrats of 
Springfield are for sound money and 
there will be a big turn-out of Repub- 
licans, the great array of yellow badges, 
it is expected, wil contince Bryan he 


has found his “enemy’s country” out 
here in Illinois. 


The Republicans have made stich a 
vigorous and successful fight here in 
the city, county and Congress Districts, 
all of which have been Democratic un- 
der ordinary conditions, that it is difi- 
cult to see how the Popocrats can even 
hope to escape a crushing defeat 
throughout the State.

Democrats Reject the Fusion Plan 
Offered by Georgia Populists. 

ATLANTA (Ga.,) Oct. 20.—Today 
marks the expiration of the five-day 
period which the Populist State Central 
Committee gave the Democrats to de- 
cide upon their proposition for a fusion 
ticket made up of seven Democrats and 
six Populist electors. To decide on¢he 
proposition the Democratic State Exec- 
utive Committee and Democratic elec- 
tors were summoned to meet «at noon 
today. At the same hour the Populist 
State Committee assembled. The 
Georgia member of the National Demo- 
cratic Committee was present as Chair- 
man Jones’s representative to urge fu- 
sion. The opposition was headed by Gov. 
Atkinson and State Chairman Clay. 

Both committees went into secret 
session at 12 o’clock. For the first two 
hours nothing was done which the 
committees were willing to give out 
for publication. The non-appearance of 
Thomas E. Watson occasioned surprise. 
It was learned that he would arrive at 
5 o'clock this afternoon. 

After a protracted and exciting de- 
bate, the Democratic Committee re- 
jected the Populist fusion proposition, 
declaring it to be insulting to Demo- 
crats in the wording. It is further held 
that the State Committee has no right 
to take down the Democratic electors as 
demanded by the Populists. The Popu- 
lists are standing upon their original 
proposition, awaiting the formal an- 
swer of the Democratic Committee. 

The Democratic resolution refusing 
fusion is as follows: 

“Resolved, that the Populist commit- 
tes having made a proposition which 
completely ignores fusion by eliminat- 
ing entirely the candidacy of the Dem- 
ocratic nominee for Vice-President, Mr. 
Sewall, and has cut off the Democratic 
committee from further consideration 
by fixing arbitrary limit, which ex- 
pires today, giving this committee no 
opportunity for consideration of a 
for proper fusion; therefore

“Resolved, that the chairman of this 
committee appoint a committee of five, 
of which he shall be chairmam, to prop- 
erly present to the public the attitude 
of this committee on the refusal to ac- 
cept the unreasonable and unjust ulti- 
matum of the Populist committee, 
clothed, as it is, in offensive and un- 
becaming language.” 

The ultimatum of the Populist Cen- 
tral Committee, to which these resolu- 
tions were intended as a reply, was as 
follows: 

“Whereas, the People’s party of Geor- 
gia accepted in good faith the St. Louis 
compromise, viz.; the nomination of 
Hon. W. J. Bryan as the Presidential] 
candidate on the ticket with Hon.

William J. Bryan Tempted to Refer 
to His Record, 

WELLSVILLE (0.,) Oct. 20.—Steu- 
benviHe was visited yesterday by “the 
general’s car.”

The gold-standard people dare not meet 
discussion. We are leaving those who 
accuse us of being -anarchists to in- 
terfere with the public meetings and 
to prevent discussion of the issue that 
concerns every man, woman and child 
in the United States.”’ 

Referring to the pension question, 
he said:

‘‘Those who stand by the gold stand- 
ard in this campaign, those who in 
this country and other countries are 
seeking to make money scarce so they 
can control its volume and dole it out 
at such a price as they desire to those 
who must have it—I say these people 
never had any use for common human- 
ity, except to put them up to be shot 
at while they make money in war. 
These are the same people who, during 
the war, saw their bonds were payable 
in coin while they allowed the soldier 
to be paid in 40-cent dollars and are 
now trying to scare the soldiers with 
50-cent dollars. The soldier who was 
willing to fight for his country then, 
when his pay was in dollars worth 40 
cents, compared with the bondholders’ 
money, will be willing to take his 
chances now under a.system that gives 
the soldier and bondholder the same 
kind of a dollar.” 

Several hundred people listened to 
the nominee at Toronto. They shouted 
approval when he said the gold-stand- 
ard advocates resort to ambiguous 
phrases and speak of “Sound money,” 
instead of telling what they mean by 
sound money. One enthusiastic McKin- 
leyite displayed a portrait of the Re- 
publican nominee, surmounted by a 
cage in which was confined a raccoon.

The Trip of William Bryan Throug 
the Ohio Valley. . 

STEUBENVILLE (O0.,) Oct. 20.—The 
trip this morning of Bryan through the 
Ohio Valley district along the banks of 
the Ohio, has been punctuated here and 
there with cheers for his opponent. 
Sandwiched in the crowds were many 
badges of color which indicated the 
wearers were not so friendly to white 
metal as they could have been. There 
were five stops before this place was 
reached, and at three the candidate ad- 
dressed the crowd from the rear of the 
car. There was a good crowd at Bel- 
laire, and it was enthusiastic. Bryan 
addressed them for fifteen minutes. He 
said free coinage of silver would be a 
benefit to the farmers, laboring men 
and business men, using practically the 
same line of argument to substantiate 
that statement as was employed by 
him on other occasions.

TERRIFIC 


Steamer Arago Lost with 
Fourteen Lives, 


The Vessel Encounters Breakers 
Empire City Bar. 


Forced Against the Jetty and 
a Hole Stove in Her. 


Steerage Passenger Drowned 
Rats in a Trap—The Boats are 
Lowered—One is Twice Upset and 
Only the Mate Escapes.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 20.—A spectal 
to the Chronicle from Marshfield, Or., 
says: | 

“What eight hours ago formed por- 
tions of the staunch steamer Arago are 
now being carried home by frelic-hunt- 
ers, and fourteen lives that formed a 
portion of the ill-fate@® steamer’s pre- 
cious cargo, have gone down into a 
watery grave in one of the most dis- 
tressing accidents that has ever hap- 
pened in the navigation history of this 
port 

“The steamer Arago left her dock at 
Empire City this morning with six pas- 
sengers and 700 tons of coal, bound for 
San Francisco. She proceeded on her 
journey to the bar. It was then 8 
o'clock. The weather was hazy, and 
the bar quite lumpy and at times 
breaking. Everything looked appar- 
ently well to go to sea, and ‘the Arago 
was hugging close to the north jetty 
and traveling slowly. The first breaker 
was encountered. This checked the 
headway of the steamer. Then another 
caught her on the port bow and swung 
her around. A third breaker struck 
with like results. The Arago was then 
clear out of her course, and before she 
could be brought around again her 
stern crashed against the jagged rocks 
of the jetty, Knocking a terrible hole 
in her bottom. - 

“The sea that was rolling mountain 
high had subsided for a moment, as if 
to encourage the captain and crew in 
their perilous moment. It was only for 
a minute, when the waves began to 
dash over her again, sweeping her 
decks from stem to stern, the second 
breaker sweeping overboard the after 
cabin with four steerage passengers 
and a couple of members of the culi- 
nary department, who were drowned 
like rats. Another sea carried away 
the smokestack. 

“Capt. Reed then sounded the whis- 
tle of distress, and ordered his men to 
man the lifeboats. Though in & 
moment of danger, truer or more 
obedient seamen never served under a 
master, there was no excited rush this 
or that way. The boats were lowered. 
Second Mate Banks was in command of 
one boat, and the first mate in com- 
mand of the other. The passengers re- 
maining on board, and Capt. Reed had 
to take to the rigging. The house was 
breaking up with every sea and the 
remaining lifeboat had been washed 
overboard. John Norman, a passenger, 
was clinging to the forward rigging, 
but was not strong enough to climb up 
out of reach of the breakers. Every 
sea stretched him out et arms’ length 
from the shrouds, until, exhausted, he 
cried good-by and let go. He was 
last seen floating off by the stern. 

“The men in boats were battling with 
the terrific sea. The first mate’s boat 
capsized twice, the last time no one 
appearing on the surface but the mate, 
who swam to the second boat. 

“All this time the lifeboat was mak- 
ing leeway against the breakers. 
Then came a calm spell and the jetty 
was rounded. It was two miles to 
where a landing could be effected. By 
this time the life-saving crew had ar- 
rived on the scene and took off the re- 


maining survivors, Capt. Reed Dbe- 
ing the last to leave the ship. 

The <Arago sank In five fathoms 
f water ‘en minutes 2ft2r she 
struck. Her ‘cabins were swept 


clear with her decks, and that all lives 
on board were not lost is a wonder. 
The Arago is lying on the beach not 
100 yards from the hulk that marks the 
remains of the whaleback steamer 
Wetmore, which was wrecked three 
years ago. The beach is strewn with 
wreckage, and only the two masts of 
the steamer are visible. None of the 
bodies have been recovered.

Monthly Report of Manager Phipps. 
Mining by Elevators.

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 20.—The Execu- 

tive Committee of the State Anti- 
Debris Association met today, John C, 
White of Marysville presiding. The 
manager, W. T. Phipps, submitted his 
monthiy report, showing the work done 
By the watchman during the previous 
month.

PRISON DIRECTORS, 
They Make a Number of Important 
Recommendations, 
(RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

OAKLAND, Oct, 20.—The biennial re- 
port of the State Prison Directors will 
be forwarded to Gov. Budd by Presi- 
dent Robert M. Fitzgeraid tomorrmw. 
The document is a short one, but it 
contains a number of important recom- 
mendations. The one dealt with at 
greatest length is the consolidation of 
the prisons at Folsom, and the propo- 
sition is urged by the entire board. The 
members are also anxious to abandon 
the manufacture of jute fabrics. The 
recommendations of the report are 
summarized as follows, by the report 
itself: 

“First, that some appropriation be 
made looking to the enlargement of 
Folsom prison with the idea of future 
consolidation, 

“Second, that the Legislature take 
some action in reference to the employ- 
ment of prisoners at other industries 
than the manufacture of jute fabrics. 

“Third, that the provisions of the 
Ostrom law governing the saie of jute 
bags at San Quentin be repealed, and 
the board left free to act. 

“Fourth, that appropriations be made 
for the construction of an insane ward 
at one of the prisons; also for the build- 
ing of a wharf at San Quentin, and 
for the purpose of securing for the Fol- 
som prison a system of sewerage which 
will be approved by the State Board of 
Health. 

“Fifth, that should the work of build- 
ing roads be continued further, that 
the same be taken into consideration 
in fixing the next appropriation,”

"OVERLAP LAND 


CASE,” 

The Oregon and Caljfornia Railroad 
Company Wins Its Sulit. 
(BY ASSOCIATED TRESS WIRE) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 20.—RBy a 
majority opinion of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals the case of 
the Oregon and California Railroad 
Company and others against the United 
States, better known as the “overlap 
land case,” has been decided adversely 
to the government. Judge Ross ren- 
dered the opinion, concurred in by 
Judge Hawley, reversing the decision 
of Judge Gilbert of the Oregon circuit, 
and remanding the case to the lower 
court, with directions to dismiss it. 

Judge McKenna rendered a dissent- 
ing opinion, holding with Judge Gilbert 
that the Oregon and California Rail- 
road Company never had a legitimate 
claim to the land patented to it by the 
government under the Congressional 
act of 1866, but that the rights of the 
Northern Pacific Company still existed 
under the grant of 1864, because they 
had never been either exercised or 
abandoned, 
The land involved in the case is about 
200,000 acres in the immediate vicinity 
of Portland, Or. Because of the divided 
opinion of the four Judges in the mat- 
ter, the case will probably be carried 
to the Supreme Court for final hearing. 


DIAMONDS AND GOLD. 
Haul Made by Burgiars in the Braun- 
schweiger Residence.

BOTH WILL BE TRIED 


WALTER M. CASTLE AND HIS 
WIFE ARE COMMITTED. 


Magistrate Newton Deals as Severely 
with Them in Respect to the 


Bail as Before. 


THE HUSBAND Is INTERVIEWED 


DECLARES HE NEVER KNEW OF 
THE WOMAN’S MANIA. 


Most of the Articles Found in Her 
Trunks Had Been Paid For—Only 
One Lime of Defense is 
Open to Them.

LONDON, Oct. 20.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Copyright, 1896, by the Associated 
Press.) Direotly after the routine po- 
lice cases had been disposed of today, 
the courtroom was cleared of the 
throng which had been interested in 
them, and was almost immediately aft- 
erward refilled, this time by an over- 
flowing gathering of storekeepers, city 
men and others, Al) bondsmen of the 
Castles were present, and H. Hodson, 
representing the United States Embassy 


was accommodated with a seat at the 
solicitors’ table. 

There was a humming of excited com- 
ment, which wag quickly hushed by the 
magistrate, Robert Milnes Newton, as 
Mr. Castle, calm and dignified in de- 
meanor, entered the court. He was 
followed by his wife, who was stylishly 
and becomingly dressed in a tailor- 
made dress of gray material. Mrs. Cas- 
tle carried a hafidkerchief in her right 
hand, and held it almost continuously 
up to her face, as if to thwart the ef- 
forts of the police court artists, if there 
were any in the vicinity, to sketch her 
features. 

She was more composed than last 
week when her distress touched every 
body present, but in spite of this gain 
in strength, due, no doubt, to her re- 
lease from prison and rest at the resi- 
dence of a friend, Mrs. Castle no sooner 
found herself fm the prisoners’ dock 
than she showed symptoms verging 
onto collapse, which caused the police- 
man on duty at her side to fetch a 
Seat and place it in the dock for the 
use of-Mr. and Mrs. Castle. The latter 
sank wearily upon it, closed her eyes, 
and leaned her head upon her hus- 
band’s shouldér, as if seeking there the 
strength necessary to enable her to 
bear up against such a trying ordeal. 
Mr. Castle, as on Tuesday, supported 
her as best he could. 

During the further hearing of the 

case against her, and incidentally 
against her husband, Mrs. Castle fre- 
quently moaned so piteously that finally 
the policemam already referred to 
handed her a bottle of salts, and Mr. 
Castle was busy whispering words of 
comfort in the sufferer’s ear, holding 
her hand, while striving in every pos- 
sible way to encourage the half-faint- 
ing woman. 
Miss Patty Atwood, a saleswoman in 
the employ Of Gustave Ellis, a furrier 
of Regent street, testified that on 
Thursday, October 1, Mrs. Castle and 
her son, 10 years old, visited the store 
The woman, the witness added, asked 
if the concerm could make a chinchilla 
cape, and was informed that the work 
could be done. The witness further 
testified that the prisomer showed her 
two small chinchilla skins and re- 
marked: “I should like to have those 
matched.” Continuing, Miss Atwood 
testified: 

“TI went to another part of the store 
to speak to Mr. Ellis, and on returning 
the female prisoner said she could not 
wait any_longer, as##he wanted to take 
her son to lunch and would return in 
half an hour. But I did not see her 
again until October 8, when I was sum- 
moned to Vine-street Police Station. 
There I saw this sable muff which I 
identified as the property of Mr. Ellis. 
I last saw the muff in the shop, ten 
minutes before the female prisoner en- 
tered. ‘The muff was in a glass case, 
close to where she was standing.”’ 

Replying to a question on the subject 


witness said: “The door of fhe case 
must have been opened in order to get 
the muff, and that door was not prop- 
erly closed when the prisoner left the 
shop.” Replying to another question, 
Miss Atwood stated that after the fe- 
male prisoner had left the store she no- 
ticed the door of the case was not 
properly closed. 

The next witness was Alexander 
Swortzel, a furrier on Portland street. 
In substance he testified that on Sep- 
tember 30, Mrs. Castle went to his store 
alone and asked to see a chinchilla 
cape. Her son came in later, alone, 
and while Mrs. Castle was in the store 
she was followed by Castle. The wit- 
ness continuing said: 

‘TIT continued talking to Mrs. Castle. 
While Mr. Castle stood looking at some 
furs on the right-hand side of the show- 
room. There were fur trimmings and 
ties near where he was standing. He 
continued looking at the furs, but I 
cannot say he touched them. Mr. Castle 
and the boy left the shop first, and 
were followed soon afterward by Mrs. 
Castle, and I saw no more of them un- 
til October 1; then the wife came during 
the mortiing, alone, and I showed her 
some chinchilla skins to be matched. I 
named £45 as the price of the cape she 
wanted to match. She offered £42, 
which I declined, The boy then entered 
and asked her to call somewhere at 4 
o'clock. She said she would think over 
my proposition and they left the shop, 
after promising to return. I did not 
miss anything until October 8, when I 
went to the Vine-street Police Station 
and found two tiles, one sable and one 
of kalinsky fur, belonging to me, and 
valued at £4 and £15 respectively. 


They were in the right-hand part of 
the show-room, where Mr. Castle 
stood.” 


After similar evidence had been fur- 
nished by other furriers, the manager 
of Hotel Cecil identified the plated 
toast-rack and creamer marked “Hotel 
Cecil” found among the effects of the 
Castles. 

A detective recounted the incidents 
which accompanied the arrest of the 
prisoners and the case for the prosecu- 
tion was closed, After this feature of 


the case had been formally wound up, 


Charlies Matthews, leading counsel for 
the Castles, asked that the prisoners be 
committed for trial at the Central 
Criminal Court. Magistrate Newton re- 
fused to do so, saying his instructions 
were to send all shop-lifting cases for 
trial at the sessions, and, therefore, he 
committed both prisoners for trial, al- 
lowing bail in £30,000 as before, at the 
Clerkenwell session, which opens No- 
vember 2, 

At the conclusion of the court pro- 
ceedings, a representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press had an interview -with 
Walter M. Castle. The California mer- 
chant said: 


not to talk for publication, but I am 
glad of a chance to explain certain 
things. I must, however, ask you not 
to divulge our present abode, as my 
wife is very ill and any pubulished no- 
tice of our whereabouts would cause 
us to move on.

she has absolute quiet.” , 

Castle was asked haw he explained 
that, living with his wife in one room, 
he did not know she had stulen arti- 
cles in her possession. He said: 

“Let me tell you that at least 75 per 
cent. of the articles which the police 
found among our effects, I myself paid 
for. For this I have proof, which will 
be produced at. the trial. I am not 
millionaire, but L gave my wife plenty 
of money to buy what she wanted. She 
has money of her own. I did not know 
the contents of her trunks, but if I had 
seen twice as much in them I would 
have thought she had purchased the 
things. I never thought she was thus 
affected. Never in ten years of our 
married life did I discover such a ten- 
dency, and never before has there been 
a suspicion against her character or 
mine. Our friends at home can easily 
prove this.” 

When Castle was questioned regard- 
ing the nature of the experience in Hol- 
loway Jail he remarked: “We were 
treated kindly, but it is an unpleasant 
place. Imagine my feelings there with 
my wife utterly prostrated. I have 
nothing to say about the examination 
in Marlborough-street Police Court, 
save that I think the magistrate has 
been unduly severe. Had I been a 
common criminal, he could not have 
tried to place me in a worse position. 
I understand that our London friends 
would come forward to the extent of 
a million, if it was necessary. The po- 
lice have been’ kind to us, especially 
Inspector Arrow. He has expressed 
sympathy with us, saying that at first 
he had misjudged me.” 

Castle was asked what his plans were 
for the future, and he replied: “I shall 
try to restore my poor wife as much as 
possible until the trialy But one line 
of defense is possible, and that is my 
wife’s health. I do not apprehend any 
trouble proving my own innocence.” 

During this interview Castle’s @yes 
frequently filled with tears, but his 
bearing was manly and dignified, and 
he once retired saying: “Excuse me, 
my wife gets nervous if I am away, 
and I must reassure her.”

A CUBAN ‘ROMANCE. 


THE ALLEGED HOSTILITY SHOWN 
THE VIGILANCIA, 


Gen. Lee Made Representations to 
the Captain-General That Fore- 
stalled Any Effort of the Kind. 
Latest News from the Island.’ 


(BY ASSOULATED PRESS WIRB.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—It is stated 
by the officials that the report coming 
from New Orleans of the exciting con- 
troversy at Havana between Gen. Fitz- 
hugh Lee, United States Consul-Gen- 
eral, and Gen. Weyler, over the at- 
tempted apprehension of a Mexican 
mame Fernandez, on board the Vigi- 
lancia, gave significance and impor- 
tance to an event not warranted by 
facts. The law on the subject is so 
clear and its application has been so 
firmly established by precedent that 
the officials here were in doubt es to 
the outcome, Consul-General Lee has 
not informed the State Department of 
the affair, and the fact that he did not 
deem it worthy of the expence of ca- 
bling is evidence of the importance ac- 
corded the incident. 

The Spanish authorities received 
Havana advices fully explaining the 
case, but these were entirely pacific and 
treated the matter as an incident which 
has been satisfactorily adjusted be- 
tween Gen. Weyler and Consul-General 
Lee, without any breach of their 
friendly relation. 

The facts as reported are substan- 
tially these: Gen. Weyler ordered the 
arrest of Fernandez as a sus%ect, not 
knowihg that he was on board the 
American ship. Gen. Lee notified the 
Spanish authorities that the Vigilancia 
was an American ship, which, under 
treaty rights, had immunity from 
search and seizure for suspects in 
transit between other ports. Gen. Wey- 
ler promptly acceded to the position 
taken by Lee and the affair ended. No 
protests or claims were submitted to 
Washington by either side. It is said 
positively that the reports that Weyler 
ever contemplated firing on the Vigt- 
lancia or trained the guns of Moro 
Castle on the ship 4re incorrect. 

NO CHANGE. OF POLICY. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—It can be 


said on good authority that there has 
been no change in the declared policy of 
the government in t to Cuba, nor 
is any contemplated. As is well known, 
the sympathies of the administration, 
as individuals, in a large measure, are 
with the insurgents, but if they gain 
their independence it will be without 
any intervention other than amicable 
On the part of President Cleveland. 

From the inception of the present dif- 
ficulties in Cuba the administration has 
used all reasonable diligence to prevent 
the fitting out in this country of hostile 
expeditions against the Spanish au- 
thority in Cuba, and this vigilance will 
be continued. The government has 
taken this course for the purpose of 
showing to the world that international 
law is held sacred in the’United States, 
and also for the purpose of making it 
impossible for Spain to successfully 
prosecute any claims against the United 
States for damages growing out of fili- 
bustering expeditions, as might be the 
case were the officials less alert in 
preventing such expeditions, and in 
prosecuting offenders. 

It can be stated, also, that the send- 
ing of the revenue cutter Windom to 
sea with sealed orders has no special 
significance whatever, beyond the pur- 
pose of the department to keep secret 
from Cuban agents the movements of 
the revenue fleet. Hitherto insurgents 
in this country, through Cuban sympa- 
thizers, have managed to secure all nec- 
essary information regarding any con- 
templated movement, even in advance 
of our own officers, and as a result the 
purposes of the government have been 
defeated. This has occurred so often 
the officials have determined to stop it 
as far as possible, by issuing sealed 
orders to the captains of revenue cut. 
ters, which orders are not to be opened 
until well at sea. 

FALSE AND RIDICULOUS. 

LONDON, Oct. 21—A dispatch from 
Madrid says Sefior Canovas, the pre- 
mier, declares that the statement that 
Spain will abandon Quba unless the 
war is concluded in March, is false 
and ridiculous. The Premier added 
that nothing exceeds the loyal conduct 
of President Cleveland and his cabinet 
toward Spain. 

Regarding the report that President 
Cleveland intended taking action in 
favor of the insurgents, Sefior Canovas 
Says the government has _ received 
assurances from Washington quite to 
the contrary. “Naturally,” he _ said, 
“the United States government desires 
for many reasons to see an early ter- 
mination of the war, but further than 
that nothing can exceed the loyal con- 
duct of the President of the United 
States and his Cabinet toward Spain 
and her government. Our relations for 
the present moment are of the most 
cordial nature.’’ 

FILIBUSTERING NOT STOPPED. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Madrid says a special 
dispatch from Havana to the Heraldo 
says that two of the Havana newspa- 
pers express great indignation at the 
attitude of the United States govern- 
ment, and complain that despite the 
promises of the authorities at Wash- 
ington, * the fitting out at American 
ports of filibustering vessels intended 
to aid the cause of the Cuban in- 
surgents has not been, and is not being, . 
prevented. 


LEE NOT RESIGNING. 
HAVANA, Oct. 20.—Consul-General 
Lee is in good health; and the report 
circulated by La Lucha in a dispatch 
from Washington to the effect that the 


general had asked to be recalled, is 
classed as untrue. 


UNIFORMED EVANGELISTS. 


The Army Which the Protestant 
Episcopal Church Will Raise. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—~The Herald 
says this morning the Protestant Epis- 
copal church of the United States is 
about to organize an army of uni- 
formed evangelists, who will be under 
military discipline and compare with 
the Salvation Army and the American 
Volunteers in the field of mission work 
among the poor. This important pro- 
ject was decided on yesterday at a 
meeting of prominent clergymen from 
different parts of the country, held in 
the church mission house. 

The matter came up for considera- 
tion some time ago before the Parochial 
Mission Society. A committee of this 
representative body was appointed to 
investigate the army project. The in- 
vestigating committee’s report was 
read and recommended the adoption of 
the army. 

A committee was appointed, and it 
will at once proceed to complete the de- 
tails of the organization. The plans 
will include the best features of the 
Salvation Army and of the church 
army of England, from which the for- 
mer organization sprang. Uniformed 
corps of trained evangelists under mil- 
itary discipline will be stationed in dif- 
ferent cities. These men will preach 
in the streets and be aided by bands of 
music. The work ultimately will in- 
clude the erection of labor homes and 
lodging-houses for men and _ rescue 
houses for fallen women. 


& SWINDLER’S MISTAKE. 


Locates Admiral Kirkland in Wash- 
ington Instead of California. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20. — A clumsy 
swindling game was attempted here 
last night. .While Commodore Melville 
of the navy was talking with some 
friends in a store on Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, a messenger boy handed him a 
note. It purported to be from Admiral 
Kirkland and requested a loan of $10. 
The handwriting much resembled that 
of the rear-admiral, who is now in Cal- 
ifornia. 

‘Where is Admiral Kirkland?’ Com- 
modore Melville asked the boy. 

“Just around the corner,” was the 
reply. 

The commodore called an officer and, 
guided by the boy, went in search of 
the writer of the note.

Gen. Harrison Defends the Supreme 
Court Against the Chicago Piat- 
form—Bishop Seymour also 
Denounces It, 


ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

CANTON (O.,) Oct. 20.—Two delega- 
tions were announced to visit, Maj. 
McKinley today, one from Cleveland 
and one from an eastern district of 
West Virginia, and the western dis- 
trict of Maryland. Both have been 
postponed, the Cleveland delegation to 
come tomorrow, and the Maryland del- 
egation to come October 27. 

Among the callers at the McKinley 
home today was J. Madison Vance, a 
colored man of New Orleans, who made 
an eloquent address at the St. Louis 
convention, seconding the nomination 
of Maj. McKinley. He was accom- 
panied by Mr. Myers and Charles W. 
Anderson, private ’ secretary to the 
Treasurer of New York. 

Robert Teenock, ex-member of the 
State Legislature of Massachusettts 
also called to pay his respects. 

THEY ARE COMING. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—Four sections of 
fifteen cars each left. tonight for Can- 
ton, O. About five thousand pecple 
were on the trains. 

HARRISON’S TOUR. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 20.—Benjamin 
Harrison left Indianapolis at 9 vu'clock 
this morning over the Indianapolis and 
Vincennes road on his first Indiana 
speaking trip. He was accompanied 
by B. B. F. Pierce, H. H. Hanna and 
Ww. T. Durbin, representing the Na- 
tional Committee, Daniel Ransdel, E. 
H. Nebecker, H. C. Adams, W. L. Tay- 
lor, John L. Griffith, C. C. Foster and 
W. L. Ketchum. About seventy-five 
people were at the station to see the de- 
parture. Just before the train etarted 
there were calls for Harrison. He 
stepped to the rear platform end bowed 
and the people cheered. 

THE EX-PRESIDENT’S LOGIC. 

SPENCER (ind.,) Oct. 20.—Gen. Har- 
rison’s first stop was at Bell Crossing, 
west of Indianapolis. No arrangements 
had been made for a meeting, but about 
five hundred people demanded a speech. 
Harrison spoke briefly, and cheers for 
Harrison and McKinley were given. 

The next stop was Mooresville. A 
great crowd had congregated. The ex- 
President was cheered. He arraigned 
tthe Democrats for striking down the 
protective tariff. At Martinsville Har- 
rison spoke from a stand erected near 
the railroad. About three thousand 
people listened eagerly. He confined 
himself .chiefly to the description of 
that plank of the Chicago platform re- 
lating to the use of Federal troops in 
the States. . | 

“Mr. Bryan has indorsed that plat- 
form,” said he. “This pledge to the 
people of the United States that if he 
is elected President, and Gov. Altgeld 
is elected Governor of Illinois, and like 
mobs should stop our mail and inter- 
state commerce trains, he would not 
exercise the power and authority of the 
United States.” 

At Spencer there was a great demon- 
stration. Harrison here discussed the 
powers of the Federal court, and his re- 
marks were enthusiastically cheered. 

ATTACKS THE HERESY. 

EVANSVILLE (Ill.,) Oct. 20.—Gen. 
Harrison arrived at Evansville at .6 
o'clock, having made ten speeches dur- 
ing the day. Everywhere there were 
great crowds and everywhere great in- 
terest was manifested. At Worthing- 
ton he spoke for thirty minutes, con- 
fining himself to a discussion of the sil- 
ver question. 

At Edwardsport he spoke briefly. At 
Bushrod he addressed several hundred 
miners who had gathered. 

At Vincennes the silver question was 
again the topic. Referring to Bryan's 
declaration that we can have bimetal- 
lism with free coinage, he said: “I say 
we cannot. This government is a great 
and strong government, but it cannot 
fix the value of everything. If you 
want to know what anything is worth, 
you must go to the market to find out. 
The statutes may declare that a bushel 
of oats is of the same value as a bushél 
of wheat, but that does not make it so.” 

He concluded as follows: “We must 
stamp out, with the votes of a million 
of our people in Indiana and in the ad- 
Joining States, this heresy that is 
pressed upon us now. What we wane 
is to return to the condition of things 
we had when we had a revenue bill 
that paid the expenses of the govern- 
ment and did not put us to the neces- 
sity of selling bonds to pay them. We 
shall find prosperity just where we lost 
jt. You lost prosperity when you in- 
augurated this Democratic policy, and 
you must go back there again and, my 
word for it, you will find what you 
have lost.”’ 

The demonstration of the day was at 
Princeton. Leaving the train, Gen. Har- 
rison was escorted to the fairgrounds, 
where an immense crowd awaited him. 
From the station to the fairgrounds 
the streets were filled with people who 
cheered enthusiastically as the distin- 
guished visitor passed them. A stand 
had been erected in front of the grand 
stand facing the race track. The grand 
stand and the space around the speak- 
er’s stand were filled with people. Gen. 
Harrison referred to personal relation 
to the campaign and to the fact he 
spoke to them simply as: one citizen to 
another. He alluded to the fact that 
Bryan had attempted to show that he 
occupied a different position now from 
that occupied by him while President, 
on the silver question. He quoted at 
some length from speeches made by 
him in 1877 and 1878 and also from his 
message to Congress, ri 

“Mr. Bryan has stated,” said he, 
“that in my messages I was speaking 
as a Statesman and that in my present 
utterances I am speaking as a politi- 
cian. This is what I said to Congress 
and to the people of the United States 
in 1889. My +r*ce then, speaking under 
the responsibility of a great public of- 
fice, was precisely what it is today. 

“There is One aspect of: this campaign 
of which I want to speak for a few mo- 
ments. To me it is of supreme impor- 
tance and interest. Because if we 
should be beguiled into free silver and 


“fall in the slough of a commercial 


panic, we would get out of it after a 
whole. We would report ourselves and 
deliver ourselves. But there is an- 
other proposition involved in this cam¢ 
paign which, if we give our assént to 
it, will injure the government not in 
its statutes which may be repealed by 
the Congress that follows, but injure 
it in its great national powers. The 
Chicago convention declared that it de- 
nounced Federal interference with the 
affairs of the States. That was. not a 
general proclamation. It had a partic- 
ular aim. It was directed to and at- 
tempted to describe a particular event. 
It was meant to rebuke Mr. Cleveland 
for interfering in the Chicago riot to 
open a way for the United States mail 


and for commerce between the States. 
It was meant to declare that it was no 
part of the business of the national 
government to do that. 

“Mr. Bryan indorses that platform, 
as he said he does, every syllable of it, 
He declares that if in any of our great 
States a riot should break out and the 
mail trains should be stopped and in- 
terstate commerte stopped he will not 
feel that he has the right or power as 
President to open a way for the mails 
of the United States ang for restoring 
interstate commerce. He has virtually 
said he would feel it his duty, if elected 
President, and Gov. Altgeld is elected 
Governor of Illinois (cries of “Never, 
never.”) No, it will never happen, but 
1 am only giving you another reason 
why it should not happen. 

“If it should happen Mr. Bryan has 
put himself in the attitude of saying 
that if in any of the States the pro- 
cesses of the courts of the United States 
should be denied by a mob and the 
trains should be stopped and interstate 
commer¢e interrupted, he would not 
feel he could interfere, as President, 
to reinforce the United States marshal, 
that he might execute his writs or 
Push out of the way the obstructions 
to the mails, but that he would feel 
it his duty to go to Gov. Altgeld and 
ask him to do it. 

“Now, in the name of the dead of the 
great war of the Union, in the name of 
the living who fought with those who 
gave their lives that the powers of 
this national government might be 
maintained, I protest against such doc- 
trine. I protest to the American peo 
ple that a man who says the United 
States has not the constitutional power 
to support its marshal in executing its 
writs and has not the power to open the 
way for the mails and interstate com- 
merce ought not to be President of the 
United States. We had that thing out 
in 1861 to 1864. The Governor of Ken- 
tucky- thought Mr. Lincoln had no 
right to march troops into Kentucky. 
When we got home we thought that 
doctrine was dead, and I think when 
this election is over we will find that 
it is dead. Mr. Bryan has said that he 
has never said anything to indicate 
that he would not enforce the laws. 

“T say when he said he believed in 
that platform he said so. Gov, Altgeld 
has recently made a speech in New 
York City, only last Saturday, and in 
that speech he clearly said that those 
resolutions in the convention pointed 
to the Chicago riot, and to Mr. Cleve- 
land’s conduct in connection with it. 
He says that the Marshal of Southern 
Illinois called upon him to help him 
enforce the process of the United States 
courts and he complains that the Mar- 
shal of Northern Illinois, instead of cail- 
ing upon him, called upon the Presi- 
dent of the United States to help him. 
No, we cannot diminish the power or 
the dignity or the honor of this great 
nation. We must hold to the doctrine 
that the President as the executive of 
the nation, sworn to execute the laws, 
has power to execute them on ev 
foot of American soil without asking 
anybedy’s conéent.”’ 

At the conclusion of his speech the 
crowd at the back of the platform de- 
manded a speech, and the general 
spoke briefly . 

At 7:30 o’clock the Evansville demon- 
stration was begun by a parade, which 
was reviewed by Gen. Harrison from a 
stand erected at the Courthouse. After 
the parade Gen. Harrison spoke to 2000 
people. 

A BISHOP’S DPNUNCIATION. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—Rt. Rev. George 
L. Seymour of Springfield, Ill-., bishop 
of the Episcopal church, has written a 
letter to the Gold-standard Democratic 
Committee, denouncing the Chicago 
platform in very forcible language. The 
bishop says he takes no interest in 
politics under ordinary considerations, 
but the political situation at present he 
regards as perilous. He states that 
free silver is injurious to all classes, 
and declares unequivocally for a single 
gold standard. 

The remainder of the letter is devoted 
to what he considers the “effort of the 
Democratic platform to array class 
against class, employé against em- 
ployer, and the West and South against 
the East.” He asserts the tendency is 
revolutionary and the men who preach 
such doctrines are ‘“‘not aware of ul- 
terior results.”” He condemns particu- 
larly the plank in the Democratic plat- 
form referring to the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

A CLOSE CONTEST. 

TUCSON (Ariz.,) Oct. 20.—Careful es- 
timates from all counties show the con- 
test for Congress is close between the 
Populists, Republicans and Democrats. 
It is doubtful if the successful candi- 
date will have over 500 plurality. In 
view of the removal by the President 
of Clayton, the United States Attorney 
of Alabama, on account of his Congres- 
sional candidacy, raises the query what 
will happen to E, E. Ellinwood, United 
States Attorney, and his assistant, M. 
A. Smith, the latter the Democratic 
Congressional candidate. Both since 
the nomination have devoted their en- 
tire time to canvassing the Territory. 
Friends fear they may be required to 
join Clayton. 

POPULISTS ARE ON IT. 

CHEYENNE, (Wyo.,) Oct. 20.—The 
writ of mandamus to compel the Sec- 
retary of State to remove the Popu- 
list electors from the official ballot 
was denied by the Supreme Court to- 
day. The official ballot will contain 
four electoral tickets as follows: Re- 
publican, three; Populist, three; Pro- 
hibition, three; and Democratic, two. 
One of the Populist electors was nomi- 
nated by the Democratic State con- 
vention, but he will be grouned with 
the Populist electors. 

AGAINST THE NATIONAL DEMO- 
CRATS. 


OMAHA, (Neb.,) Oct. 20.—A special 
to the Bee from Lincoln, Neb., says 
the free-silver Democrats of Nebraska 
today petitioned the State Supreme 
Cuourt for a mandatory injunction, to 
prevent the Secretary of State rrom 
certifying to the various County Clerks 
of Nebraska the ticket of the National 
Democracy. The day was consumed 
with arguments on both sides.

United States Senator from Vermont 
this afternoon.

A SLANDEROUS REPORT. 


The United Press Circulates a False 
Story of Miss Caldwell’s Marriage. 


PARIS, Oct. 20.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
Indignation prevails among the rela- 
tives and friends of the Marquise de 
Monstriers-Merenville, formerly Miss 
Mary Gwendolin Caldwell, founder of 
the divinity, college of the Catholic 
University at Washington, at the false 
and injurious report, circulated in cer- 
tain newspapers of America by the 
United Press, that Miss Caldwell was 
“quietly married a fortnight ago at 
the Hotel Angleterre in* Baden,” and 
the “present whereabouts of the pair 
are unknown.” While the newspapers 
which have to depend upon this agency 
were printing this false statemert, the 
newspapers supplied by the Associated 
Press printed a full report of the mar- 
riage yesterday at the English church 
on the Avenue Hoche at Paris, Bishop 
Spalding of Peoria officiating, of Miss 
Caldwell to Marquis de Monstriers- 
Merenville. 

The substance of the false Dresden 
dispatch was communicated this morn- 
ing to Father Cooke, superior of St. 
Joseph’s Catholic Church at Paris. 
where the marriage ceremony wads 
celebrated yesterday. He said the Mar- 
quis de Monstriers-Merenville was in 
this city at the time the false reports 
of his alleged secret marriage having 
taken place at Baden were circulated 
in the United States. Miss Caldwell 
and Bishop Spalding, it is further 
pointed out, were stopping at the same 
hotel at Baden. The clergy and others 
are indignant at the charge that 
Bishop Spalding would be guilty of 
such practice.

PRETTIEST WOMEN KIDNAPED. 


OUTRAGES ON THE PRIESTS AND 
TEMPLES REVOLTING, 


Dr. Senner Explains His Position 
with Regard to the HKefugees at 
Ellis Island—Terrelil on Good 
Termes with the Saltan. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS 


N, Oct. 21.—(Ry Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) A Berlin dispatch to the Daily 
News says: the St. Petersburg Viedo- 
mosti gives details of the Van massa- 
cre, secured from fugitives who have 
arrived at El Chmiadzin. They declare 
no Armenians are left in the Van dis- 
trict. The Kurds, declaring they were 
executing the Sultan’s will, mercilessly 
butchered the men, Kidnaped the pret- 
tiest women and girls. and threw the 
children into the pits intended for 
storing corn and buried them alive, in 
order to save ammunition. 

The victims were arranced in rows 
and killed, two or three ata _ single 
shot. The details of the outrages on 
the priests and temples and the sacred 
books and vessels are indescribably re- 
volting. 

THOSE REFUGEES. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—Commander 
Booth-Tucker appeared before the 
board of special inquiry at Ellis Island 
today, to plead for the admission of 
the 157 Armenian refugees detained 
there pending a decision as to their 
desirability as immigrants. Wr. Senner 
defined the position of the government 
in the matter as follows: 

“Some days ago Gen. Rooth-Tucker 
and Rev. Mr. Green of the Armenian 
Relief Fund and a representative ef 
the Christian Herald, appeared before 
me in the interest of the Armenians 
who were then expected to arrive. I 
told them our position. It is this: We 
cannot allow these people to come here 
and compete with our American work- 
men. I explained that we don't know 
any Armenians or any other class. All 
people come here as emigrants, and as 
they arrive we decide as to their 
merits as individuals and not as a iss. 

“I they are eligible, then they wil. be 
admitted the same as any other desir. 
able person. Before we can admit these 
people the Salvationists and otker 
philanthropists want landed, we must 
have some substantial guarantee in 
the shape of bonds that the peopie so 
admitted will not become a charge upon 
the country, and now the general 
promises they wfil not become public 
charges. 

“The workmen of Massachusetts have 
complained very much about the im- 
migrants from Armenia during the 
past few years. It is claimed that they 
have lowered the standard of wages in 
some industries, espec'ally in the shoe 
trade. Some manufacturers, they say, 
have even gone so far as to employ 
none but Armenians. The question of 
Armenian immigrants must not be con- 
sidered exclusively as the stated point 
of a sentimental sympathy. Due con- 
sideration of American interests must 
be taken into account.”

RESOLVED TO REFORM. 

CONSTANTNOIPLE, Oct. 19.—(By 
Atlantic Cable. Delayed in transmis- 
sion.) At the audience which the Rus- 
sian Ambassador, M. de Nelidoff, had 
with the Sultan Saturday, the latter 
expressed the firm intention of carry- 
ing’ out the reforms decided upon for 
the better administration of Armenia. 
M. de Nelidoff will leave this city 
shortly for Russia, to make a personal 
report to the Czar on the situation 
here. 

The Catholic Armenian patriarch. it 
is announced, has received a letter 
from the Armenian Revolutionary Com- 
mittee, demanding $1500 and threatening 
that unless the money is sent he wil! 
meet the fate of other Armenians who 
refused the demand of the committee. 

BLACKMAIL AND MURDER. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Constantinople says 
the Armenians have added asgsassina- 
tions to the crime of bomb-throwing. 
Three or four days ago Cololian Ava- 
dis, the Armenian advocate in the serv- 
ice of the Foreign Office, received a 
letter from the Armenian committee 
demanding £1400. This system of 
blackmailing has been widely and suc- 
cessfully applied by the Armenian an- 
archists with rich but unwilling Ar- 
menians. Cololian asked for public 
protection last evening. A little late: 
there came a knock at his door, which 
one of the policemen opened. One man 
immediately entered and was quickly 
followed by two others. The latter at- 
tacked the policemen while the first 
began to attack them from the front 
with a large knife. Nouri Effendi, on 
of the policemen, was wounded in the 
stomach, being we!!-nigh disembow- 
eled; the other, Mehmet, was stabbec 
ftwelve times. The doctor says that 
Nouri Effendi is gravely wounded and 
will probably die. \ 

The news was at once conveyed to 
the Sultan, who was much grieved at 
this dastardly act of cowardice. The 
murder took place in Pankaldi-astreet, 
near the military school. 

With nerves as highly strung as they 
are just now, the feeling of this 
crime against law and against the pro- 
tectors of the rights of citizens, is most 
disastrous. There is also deen and 
general disgust at the cowardly means 
adopted. The murder:rs have not hewn 
arrested. A big reward has been of- 
ered for thir capture and conviction. 
Public spirit is arous-( against the Ar- 
menians. The people are asking if 
Turks are to be murdered for protect- 
ing Armenians, what s tO. happen next. 
Nouri Effendi tried to chastise the Ar- 
menian assassins un‘i! he had fallen 
unconscious and in the 
mJ seh Allah,” he said, “it is God’s 
will.’’ 

Mehmet, who may pull through, 
said that after being attacked he ran 
upstairs and fell sens-less on the first 
floor landing, From there he was 
thrown out cf the window to the 
garden below and thence the Armenian 
watchman threw him out jnto fhe 
street. 

The Sultan sent t» the hospital a 
message of sympathy, and directed that 
he be kept constantly acquainted with 
the condition of the wounded man.

"LEAKING BAG OF WIND.” 


The Epithet Applied to That Brave 
General, Carlos Eseta. 
(RY ASSOCIATED PILESS WIRE) 

OAKLAND, Oct. 20.—Gen. Corlos 
Exeta has takén up*his quarters in this 
city, and is prepared to meet his ene- 
mies. The general has surrounded him- 
self with bodyguards and is ready to 
meet Sefior Raphael Lopez, minister 
from San Salvador to Mexico, The min- 
ister is visiting in San Francisco. 
Exeta says Lopez was sent to spy on 
him and make a report to i’resident 
Gutierrez. 

The general has started a sensation 
among his friends by raising the cry 
that he is pursued by hired assassins, 
who are seeking his life at the instiga- 
tion of Gutierrez. He has called meet- 
ings of his friends to discuss the ar- 
rival of the minister. Threats have 
been made, and now the general is 
waiting for Lopez to make a move. 
The laiter, however, asserts that the 
general is a bluffer and does not mean 
business. 

Dr. Calderson, Consul-General of Sal- 
vador.at San Francisco, has taken a 
great deal of interest in this latest out- 
break of Ezeta. 

“Ezeta’s charges abut assassins and 
spies are ridiculus,” said Dr. Calderon.

He will not harm anybody. We only 
wish he would try to return to his 
country.

THE GOTO REMEDY. 


San Francisco Supervisors Will Try 
to Cure Leprosy. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 20.—The 
Board of Supervisors, at a meeting, has 
appropriated $600 for the purchase of a 
supply of the Goto remedy for leprosy. 
It will be used for the relief of the 
thirteen men and two women in the 
leper colony at the pesthouse. The res- 
olution providing for the appropriation 
for the purchase of the Japanese leper 
medicine was introduced by Supervisor 
Benjamin, who has taken an interest 
in the pesthouse and who has done 
much in both his official and his pri- 
vate capacity to ameliorate the condi- 
tion of the unfortunates. 

So great has been their improvement 
that the physicians in charge of the 
hospital are now hoping for absolute 
cures in many of the cases. The rem- 
edy has so relieved the condition of the 
patients that to all appearances they 
are in good physical condition. The 
remedy first purchased is about ex- 
hausted. The board was unanimous 
yesterday in support of the resolution 
for the appropriation.

WAS NOT FRANK HOWARD. 


IDENTITY OF THE MOUNT WILSON 
CORPSE NOT ESTABLISHED. 


Coroner Campbell Hotds an Inquest 
and a Verdict of Saicide ts Ren- 
dered—A Lock of Woman's Hair 
Among His Effecta. 


Way up where the clouds almost 
touch the lofty peak of Mt. Wilson Cor- 
oner Campbell yesterday held an in- 
quest on the body of the 
man who was found by some boys from 
the Los Angeles Military Academy 
Monday morning. 

The Coroner regfiined over night at 
Sierra Madre and lkeft for Martin's 
Camp early yesterday morning, in com- 
pany with a Times reporter. After a 
tortuous climb Martin's Camp was 
reached, and there it was found that 
the body had been brought there from 
the spot where it had been found. 

There was nothing left of the body 
save dried-up skin and bones, and Cor- 
oner Campbell gave it as his opinion 
that the man had been dead possibly @ 
year. This did away with the theory 
that it was Frank Howard, the missing 
president of the Los Angeles Bar \sso- 
ciation, and law librarian. A little later

a son of the missing man arrived at the | 


scene, and after examining the body 
said that it was not that of his father. 


The missing man had had several teeth | 


extracted, while none of the dead 
man’s teeth had been removed. 

In life, the man was evidently about 
5 feet 10 inches in height and abéut 40 
years old. The remains were clad in 
a light-brown duck shirt or jumper, 4 
cheap pair of trousers and coat. On 
his feet he wore a pair of No. 7 shoes 
and black cotton socks. The clothing 
showed little wear. The dead man was 
smooth shaven and a_ portion of his 
scalp was gone. No hat was found. 


Just above the left eye was a bullet | 
hole and another one was at the base | 


of the brain, probably made by the 
bullet in its exit. At his right side was 
a cheap 38-caliber revolver, one car- 
tridge, on which the hammer was rest- 
ing, being empty. This would indicate 
that he had shot himself. The weapon 
was very rusty and had to be pried 
open. 

In the left bootleg was found a lock 
of hair, evidently from the head of 
some woman. Nothing else was found 
on his person save a nickel, collar but- 
ton and piece of tobacco. None of the 
men at Martin's Camp could give any 
idea as to who. the man was. A

was impaneled, and, after hearing what | 


little testimony was at hand, a verdict 
of suicide was rendered. The remains 
will be buried on the mountain side. 


THCUSANDS IN PURSUIT. 


Exciting Chase After a Man on First 
Street. 

Several thousand of the riff-raff of the 
city joined in an exciting chase after a man 
early last evening, and for a few minutes the 
most intense excitement prevailed on First 
street, 

Officer Pawling was standing on the west 
side of Main street, just north of First street, 
when he saw a man knock an Italian chest- 
nut-vender, named George Alexander, into the 
gutter on the east side of the street near 
the ‘“‘Our House” saloon. The Italian picked 
h'mself up and blew a police whistle, and 
his assailant, catching sight of the officer, 
started on a run toward First street. Pawiing 
was soon in pursuit, and when the fellow 
turned the corner and started east on First 
street his pursuer was not far behind, 

The officer blew his whistle to attract the 
attention of Officer Davis, who was standing 
at the corner of First and Los Angeles streets 
The blasts drew a crowd of several thousand 
people to the scene, and First street was a 
mass of surging humanity. 

Near Los Angeles street the pursued collided 
with a pedestrian, and Fawling, who had been 
steadily gaining on him, seized him by the 
collar and started back to where the Italian 
was standing. The crowd was growing larger 
all the time, and was composed chiefly of 
hobos and loafers. Several of them jeered the 
officer and told him to let go of his prisoner, 
but they were driven back by Officer Davis, 
who had come to Pawling's ass‘stance. 

The prisoner was taken to where Alexander 
was standing, holding his handkerchief to a 
slight wound in his cheek, caused by the fel- 
low's fist, The Italian identified him as the 
man who had struck him, and he was sent 
to police headquarters on a charge of dis- 
turbing the peace. He gave the name of 
George Fagan, and said that he had struck 
the Italian because he was abusing a cr'pple. 
Several people bore him out in this statement. 
Fagan will be arraigned before Justice Morri- 
son in Police Court this afternoon. 


THE CITY POLICE. 


Regular Monthly Inspection by the

Frank A. Cattern, the fusion candi- 
date for Assemblyman in the Seventy- 
first District, is imeligible for the office 
which he seeks, though he continues 
to assert the contrary. The State 
Constitution provides that no person 
shall be a member of the Assembly 
“who has not Deen a citizen and in- 
habitant of the district for which he 
shall be chosen, for one year next be- 
fore his election.” As already stated 
in The Times, Cattern resided at No, 
508 West Second street, Los Angeles, 
during the summer and fall of 1895. 
On October 30, 1895, he obtained a mar- 
riage liscense and made affidavit be- 
fore the County Clerk that he was then 
a resident of Los Angeles. He was 
married the same day at South Pasa- 
dena. That evening (October 30.) after 
the wedding ceremony, Mr. and Mrs. 
Cattern returned to Los Angeles, spent 
the night at the’ Hotel Westminster, 
and the following day went to Coro- 
nado, where they remained for about 
ten days. Cards had been sent to 
their friends announcing that Mr. 
Mrs. Cattern would be ‘at home” after 
December 1, at No. 800 South Hope 
street, Los Angeles, where Mr. Cattern 
had rented apartments. These apart- 
ments Mr, and Mrs. Cattern occupied 
for at least scme part of December 
after returning from Coronado. Early 
in January, 1896, he gave them up, re- 
moving to Pasadena. 

These are the plain, undisputed 
facts in the case as admitted by Mr. 
Cattern himself in an interview with 
a Times reporter yesterday. Further- 
more, everp particular can be proved 
by unquestionable evidence. When 
asked to explain how he could insist, 
in view of the facts, that he has been 
a resident of South Pasadena _ since 
October 30, 1895, Mr. Cattern made the 
following statement: 

“My residence has been continuously 
in South Pasadena since October 30, 
1895. The rooms at No. 800 South Hope 
street, Los Angeles, were not ocupied 
by me until December 1. My engage- 
ment of these rooms was made for the 
purpose of receiving and returning 
wedding calls. The few weeks during 
which those rooms were engaged were 
divided between that place and South 
Pasadena, more than half the time 
being spent at the latter place. Those 
rooms were not taken with the inten- 
tion of establishing a residence, but 
merely for temporary purposes.” 

Mr. Cattern ingenuously added that 
he wished The Times would say ro 
more about the matter, as he thought 
it had been sufficiently commented 
upon already. When asked whether he 
now repudiated his sworn statement in 
the affidavit of October 30, 1895, that he 
was then a resident of Los Angeles, he 
replied: “The statement which Ihave 
already made answers the question s0 
far as necessary for this controversy, 
and that is all I care to say now.” 

In order to be qualified to sit in the 
Assembly, Mr. Cattern must have ac- 
quired a residence in South Pasadena 
prior to November 3, 1895, and he must 
have resided there continuously ever 
since. Furthermore, a man can have 
but one legal residence. Unless Mr. 
Cattern committed perjury when he 
made his affidavit before the County 
Clerk on October 30, 1895, he was then 
a resident of Los Angeles. Inasmuch 
as he left South Pasadena the evening 
of the same day, on his wedding trip, 
and did not return until after Novem- 
iber 10, or less than one year prior to 
the coming election, his alleged change 
of residence must have been effected 
between the time when he made the 
affidavit and the time when, a few 
hours later, he started on his wedding 
journey. This is in fact Mr. Cattern’s 
contention. Its absurdity is so mani- 
fest as to need no demonstration. No 
lightning-change artist could effect a 
speedier transformation, 

It is true that the question of a man’s 
residence is largely determined hy his 
intention, but the intention is evi- 
denced not alone by his own state- 
ments, but by all the circumstances 
of the case. In his desire to obtain 
office Mr. Cattern has now concluded 
that when he went to South Pasadena 
on *the afternoon of October 30 to be 
marvied, he then and there became a 
“citizen and inhabitant” of that place, 
although he did not even remain there 
that night nor did he then establish a 
home there. The facts do not corrob- 
orate his assertions. It can hardly 
be assumed that he suddenly deciJed, 
at the very hour of his marriage, that 
he would thenceforth make his father- 
in-law’s home his own, and Mr. Cat- 
tern does not pretend that he had ride 
any preparations to establish any other 
home. 

Naturally, Mr. Cattern prefers that 
The Times should make no ‘further 
reference to the question of his elizi- 
bility for the office of Assemblyman. 
His youth and inexperience have led 
tim into an awkward predicament and 
have left his Popocrat supporters with- 
out a legally-qualified candidate for 
Assemblyman in the Seventy-first 
District. It is not a@ matter which 
concerns only Mr. Cattern,. The voters 
of the district are entitlde to a knowl- 
edge of the facts in the case. If they 
vote for Mr. Cattern, their votes will 
be thrown away. If he is elected, he 
cannot be seated and the district. will 
be without a representative in the As- 
sembly.

A bold attempt at highway robbery, 
which nearly resuited in a murder, was 
perpetrated early last evening in the 
two colored men

The Times referred, the other day, 
to Thomas B. Reed’s admission to the 
bar before Judge Wallace at San Jose 
in 1863, and his ready answer to the 
bench when interrogated as to the con- 
stitutionality of the legal-tender act.

The creditor then brought suit 
for the difference between gold and 
greenbacks, and Judge Bondurant de- 
cided against him, to the utter disgust 
of all the Democratic lawyers in the 

State. In speaking of this circumstance 
| one day, nearly twenty years \after- 

ward, Judge Wallace said: “Bondur- 
se deciston was based solely upon 


the Constitution, and its arguments 
were unanswerable.” 


A BRYANITE FICTION. 


_ W. J. Bryan continues to retail his 
stale and platitudinous nonsense rela- 
tive to the alleged “coercion” of em- 
ployees by employers in this campaign, 
So often has he repeated this absurd 
fiction that he evidently ha# come to 
believe it half true. Mr. Bryan is ap- 
parently proceeding on the assamption 
that a lie well stuck to is as good as 
the ‘truth, for all practical campaign 
purposes. He will find, after the bal- 
lots have been cast and pcounted, that 
this assumption is a serious mistake. 
There is a good, old-fashioned proverb 
to the effect that honesty is the best 
policy. There is no truer saying than 
this; and it is no less true in its ap- 
plicability to political campaigns than 
to the other affairs of life. It pays to 
be honest in politics as well as in busi- 
ness matters, 
Neither Mr. Bryan nor any of those 
whose political stock-in-trade consists 
in echoing his sayings can point to a 
well-authenticated case in which\there 
has been coercion or attempted coer- 
cion on the part of employers to com- 
el their employees to vote in accord- 
cg with the political views: of the 
employers. Indeed, no attempt has 
been made by Mr. Bryan or his sup- 
porters to point out any specific in- 
stances of such alleged coercion. They 


‘have contented themselves with glitter- 


ing generalities and unsupported alle- 
gations, designed to inflame the pas- 
sions and prejudices of the ignorant 
and to excite the malice of the vulgar. 
They do not ‘point out specific in- 
stances of the alleged offense, for the 
very good reason that there are no 
instances of the kind. It is a Bryanite 
fiction, pure and simple. It is both 
idiotic and silly, as well as false. To 
peddle such stuff about the country 
would disgrace any other man than 
W. J. Bryan. But he has dealt so con- 
tinuously in the commodity that his 
utterances no longer excite comment, 
though they have not yet ceased to ex- 
cite disgust. 

If Bryan or any of his followers 
know of specific cases in which em- 
ployers of labor have sought to coerce 
their employees into voting for Mc- 
Kinley, or for any other candidate, it 
is their duty to make the facts of ihe 
case public, in order that the person 
or persons guilty of such practices may 
be brought to justice. In most if not 
all the States of the Union there are 
laws, with severe penalties attaciféd, 
designed to prevent any interference 
with the constitutional right of every 
voter to cast his ballot for whomso- 
ever he sees fit. It is a serious offense 
to violate these laws, and those who 
are cognizant of any such violations 
should lose no time in making known 
the facts. If they fail to do so, they 
are guilty of a serious neglect of duty, 
and become, in a moral if not in a 


legal sense, particeps criminis, or. par- 
ticipants in the crime, 

Let W. J. Bryan and his followers 
cease their indiscriminate denuncia- 
tions and come down to a bill of par- 
ticulars, if they can. If they cannot do 
this, let them confess themselves falsi- 
fiers and forever after hold their peace 
on this subejcct. 


TO WAGE-EARNERS. 


The wageearners of the United 
States, more than any other class of 
citizens, are interested in the triumph 
of sound principles at the national elec- 
tion, now so near at hand. Upon the 
results of that contest will depend in 
a large measure their prosperity and 
the subsistence of those dependent upon 
them, during the ensuing four years. 
Every mechanic, every man who toils, 
is vitally interested in the outcome of 
the election. It is, therefore, of the 
very first importance to every wage- 
earner that he should cast his ballot 
in support of those principles and can- 
didates jwhose success will best pro- 
mote his own good. 

The past four years have been years 
of hardship and loss to a very large 
proportion of the wage-earners of the 
United States.

It is now proposed 
to try another and an even less prom- 
ising economic experiment—that of 
free and unlimited silver coinage, at 
the arbitrary and irrational ratio of 
16 to 1. No nation in all the history 
of the world has ever been foolish 
enough to essay this hazardous experi- 
ment, with so wide a difference as now 
exists between the commercial value of 
the two precious metals, gold and sil- 
ver. Should the voters of the United 
States commit the nation to this su- 
preme folly, results far more disastrous 
than those which followed the verdict 
of 1892 would inevitably ensue. And 
those who would suffer most severely 
would be the wage-earners of the na- 
tion. The hardships of the past four 
years would be as nothing compared to 
those which Would surely follow the 
popular approval of the free-coinage 
fallacy. 

Do the working men of this nation 
desire a continuance and an intensi- 
fication of the .hard times of the 
past four years? Those who do 
will cast their ballots for the 
platform and the candidates of free 
trade, free silver, national dishonor 
and business paralysis. Those who. de- 
sire a return of prosperity, with bet- 
ter wages and more general employ- 
ment, will cast their ballots for the 
platform andthe candidates of protec- 
tion, sound money, national honor and 
business prosperity. 

Before the wage-earners of this na- 
tion are the tickets representing these 
wide extremes. Their votes may de- 
termine the result. It is the duty of 
every man to consider the issues intelli- 
gently and thoughtfully, to put aside 


and conscientiously as an American 
citizen, 

The issues involved in this contest 
are too grave to be determined by 
prejudice, The light of reason should 
illumine the pathway of every voter. 
Each man’s conscience should be his 
sole mentor and his better judgment 
should guide his action at the polls. 

Wage-carners who vote for free trade, 
free silver and Bryan, will vote to 
take the bread out of their own mouths 
and those of their families.

That committee which the Trade 
and Labor Association of Chicago 
sent to Mexico to investigate the 
industrial condition of that country 
under the free coinage of silver, 
has returned and made its re- 
port. That report says that labor is in 
a debased and degraded condition; that 
the average pay of the laborer is about 
one-half of that paid in the United 
States for similar service, and that the 
condition of the working classes is one 
of degradation that has long since said 
good-by to all hope of improvement. 
We hope this report will be published 
so that every American wage-worker 
will-be enabled to read it between now 
and the day of election. It will enable 
the American workman to say to Mr. 
Bryan: “Sir, we seek no change, least 


of all, such change as you would bring 
to us.” 


Col. Henry L. Kowalski’s speech, de- 
livered by him in San Francisco on 
the 22d ult., is published in pamphlet 
form and being generally circulated. 
And while it is not equal to McKin- 
ley’s speeches in the technical knowl- 
edge of manufactures in America, nor 
to Bourke Cockran’s great efforts at 
Madison Square and at Kansas City, 
it is nevertheless a production of which 
its author may be proud.

“English, you“kiiow,” but it really has 
benefits which+do@ not appear on the 
surface. Take Long Island, for in- 
stance, twenty years ago there were 
scarcely any quail or woodcock to be 
found there. But just as soon as the 
wealthy New Yorkers came down there 
to establish their preserves, where 
birds could breed without molestation 
from pot-hunters, there was a. percep- 
tible increase of game birds. The ob- 
ject is altogether a good one. 


The seven strongest Democratic 
wards in Chicago show a gain of 4334 
in the number of voters registered this 
year, as compared to the registration 
of 1894.

Additional ballots to the number of 
18,242 were counted yesterday by the 
Chicago Record, and McKinley’s plu- 
rality over Bryan is 93,106 and his ma- 
jority over all 8§,270. By far the largest 
number of returns have been received, 
as might be expected, from Illinois, and 
101 counties show a combined vote of 
80,610 for McKinley to 19,183 for 
Bryan. 

The Republican vote in Kentucky, 
while still a few hundred behind the 
silver Democratic is climbing up 
strongly, and there is no reason now 
apparent why it should be doubted 
that the sound-money element in that 
State will carry it handsomely. In 
Missouri Bryan is but 736 votes ahead 
of McKinley, and he has lost 1 point 
to the latter in the percentage of votes 
counted.

BRYSON BLOCK ON FIRE. 


INCENDIARIES BELIEVED TO HAVE 
CAUSED THE BLAZE. 


Los Angeles Electric Copying House 
on Buena Vista Street Barned 
Out—Flames Break Out Anew on 
Los Angeles Street.. 


Early yesterday afternoon a das- 
tardly attempt was made to burn the 
Bryson Block, at. the corner of Second 
and Spring streets. At least that is 
the theory the police have, and they 
are making a thorough investigation 
of the matter. 

The first fire was discovered early in 
the afternoon in the office of the Azusa 
Land and Water Company. The front 
office, No. 57, is occupied by J. 8. Siau- 
son and the other officers of the com- 
pany. The other room, No. 58, is a 
Sort of store-room. Piled against the 
north wall of this room were a num- 
ber of boxes of envelopes and a box of 
books. The fire was apparently kin- 
dled between the wall and the box of 
books. The flames spread upward and 
burned a large hole in a map just 
above the boxes. It was discovered 
by some of the office employés and 
speedily extinguished. 

About 5 o’clock another fire was dis- 
covered in the toilet room on the sec- 
ond floor. A box filled with waste 
paper had been left in the place, and 
when the fire was discovered flames 
were leaping up from the box. A 
bucketful of water quenched the 
flames before any damage had been 
done. The matter reported to 
the police, and Sergt. Smith made a 
careful examination of the two rooms. 
Later, Detective Goodman and Sergt. 
Jeffries made another Investigation, 
and are -inclined to believe that the 
fires were of incendiary origin. 

BUENA VISTA-STREET FIRE. 

A disastrous fire broke out on Buena 
Vista street just north of Temple street 
shortly after 1 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, and before the flames could be 
subdued the Los Angeles Electric Copy- 
ing House at No. 314 Buena Vista 
street was entirely destroyed. By 
dint of hard work on the part of the 
firemen the entire row of frame build- 
ings adjacent, which were in imml- 
nent danger of destruction, were saved. 

C. H. Westcott, one of the proprietors 
of the copying house, was at work in 
his place with Miss Fellers, an artist. 
A pot of glue had been placed on the 
stove, and accidentally some inflamma- 
ble chemicals had become mixed with 
the glue. Under the heat they were 
ignited, and in an instant the fire had 
seized on the woodwork, 

The building was of frame and con- 
sisted of one story and a basement. 
Westcott and Miss Fellers worked 
heroically to extinguish the blaze, and 
came near losing their lives. Mean- 
time, a woman who lives across the 
street had seen the fire and rushed to 
the corner of Temple and Broadway 
where she met Taylor Williams, who 
turned in an alarm of fire. Chief 
Moore and the department were soon 
on the scene, and no time was lost in 
getting water on the building. 

On the north of the burning building 
was a two-story frame house, No. 322, 
owned by a man named Devine, and oc- 
cupied on the first floor by Joe Gesell 
and on the second floor by Mrs. Gilky. 
The flames spread to it and in gpite 
of the efforts of the firemen it was 
damaged to the extent of $300. There 
was a stiff breeze blowing, which car- 
ried sparks and burning brands to the 
roof of the building next to it, but the 
firemen succeeded in preventing the 
spread of the flames. Their work was 
witnessed by thousands of people, many 
of whom preémpted the Courthouse 
lawn, Westcott estimates his loss at 
$2200 on stock, there being $1800 worth 
of finished portraits in the building and 
$300 on the building. He carried $750 
insurance. So fierce were the flames in 
the copying house that it was impos- 
sible to save any of the stock. 
SATURDAY NIGHT FIRE AGAIN. 

Shortly before the Buena Vista-street 
fire broke out, the department was 
called to the scene of the Saturday 
night conflagration, the fire having 
broken out afresh under the flooring of 
the front portion of the building. The 
fire was extiguished and the front wall 
of the burned building, which is a men- 
ace to life, will be torn down ag soon 
as the underwriters have examined the 
premises for salvage.

The Supreme Court has decided in 
favor of the Board of Education as 
against the Board of Supervisors in 
the School Superintendent contest in 
San Francisco. The court says this 
decivion is the result of the operations 
of the Consolidation Act. In other 
counties and cities of the State the 
election or appointment of a School 
Superintendent would lie with the Su- 
pervisors.

AT THE PAVILION. 


MAJ. DONNELL AND GEORGE W. 
BURTON TALK POLITICS. 


The Republican Doctrine of Protec- 
tion and the Common-sense Doc- 
trine of Sound Money Treated 
Upon by Able Expounders. 


The speakers at the meeting held 
last night by the Sound Money Club in 
Hazard’s Pavilion were Maj. J. A. 
Donnell and George W. Burton. The 
American Star Drum Corps was there 
to make music and enliven the pro- 
ceedings, and its efforts were appre- 
ciated by the audience, which. nearly 
filled the lower part of the hall. RK. 
W. Burnham, in opening the meeting, 
referred to the annoyance caused 
Monday night by De Laveaux, and 
said the disturber was a Russian Pole, 
who declared that he’ came to this 
country to secure naturalization in 
order to return to Russia and claim 
the protection of American citizenship 
in the event of his getting into trouble 
with the Russian government. Mr. 
Burnham assured the audience that 
efficient precaution had been taken to 
prevent disturbances and that dis- 
turbers would be attended to promptly 
and without commotion, and he fre- 
quested the people to pay no attention, 
should anybody interrupt the speakers, 
but leave the matter to those delegated 
to attend to it. He then introduced 
Fred L. Baker as chairman of the 
meeting... No disturbance occurred. 

Maj. Donnell was the first speaker, 
and he dealt with the subjects of 
sound money and good government. 
He said he was proud to be called upon 
to address an American audience at 
a time when all good citizens should 
be united for the untarnished name 
and unsullied honor of the country. 
As one great crisis in the history of 
the country had been met by the bayo- 
nets of patriots, so he hoped it would 
be said in November that the second 
great erisis had been settled by the 
ballots of indignant and outraged 
American citizenship. He congratu- 
lated the Sound Money Club on the 
auspicious omens of success, and said 
the result promised to be a victory of 
protection over free trade; of sound 
money over a debased currency; of 
statesmanship over imbecility, of wis- 
dom, law and good government over 
passion, prejudice, communism and 
anarchy. The speaker reviewed the 
history of the Republican party’s fi- 
nancial policy and its results during 
thirty years, showing how the cost of 
the war had been paid and the amount 
of circulating money per capita had 
been quadrupled in that time, and 
asked the workingman why he should 
not favor the gold standard under 
which such results had been achieved. 
While the currency question was im- 
portant, he considered the question of 


portant. Protection to American in- 
dustry had been discussed for one hun- 
dred years, and never would be settled 
except by the Republican party, which 
had settled every question that had 
been settled in forty years. The Re- 
publican party deemed it to be its duty 
to protect the rights and promote the 
interests of our own people, and be- 
lieved that American labor should be 
protected not only from foreign labor 
on foreign soil but from foreign labor 
on American soil; that to the man who 
comes to this country to become in 
truth and good faith an American citi- 
zen our ports should be open and 
free, but to the anarchist, the criminal 
and the laborer who comes at the beck 
of the money-getter, our ports should 
be as inaccessible as to a foreign hos- 
tile fleet. The McKinley bill brought 
unbounded prosperity, but had been 
repealed and replaced by the Wilson 
free-trade bill. What the country 
needed was more work and less whin- 
ing, more of the wisdom of Blaine and 
less of the wind of Bryan. The speaker 
said he was opposed to the free coinage 
of silver because, with only one-seventh 
of the silver of the world, the United 
States could not raise the price, be- 
cause silver countries, anxious to get 
upon a gold basis, would send in their 
silver and demand, our gold, and the 
United States would soon sink to the 
level of China and Mexico. 

George W. Burton, who said he had 
no rating as a political orator and pro- 
ceeded forthwith to demonstrate that he 
should be rated pretty high, followed 
Maj. Donnell. He said he had to go to 
the Republican party to find a roof to 
shelter his head from the political 
storm that had swept away his own 
roof. He was confident that the Popu- 
list combination could not win. but he 
regarded with profound misgiving the 
prospect that nearly half the voters of 
the country would declare for principles 
and policies entirely foreign to Repub- 
licanism, Democracy and Americanism 
itself. The Chicago platform, he said, 
was foreign in inception and in spirit, 
foreign in every declaration and in 
every line, and meant nothing 
less than paternalism in its most 
extreme form. The American the- 
ory of government was-that every 
man should be left to attend to 
his own proper and legitimate business 
in his own way, and that the least pos- 
sible enforcement of laws between man 
and man should be reSorted to. In the 
words of a great American statesman, 
that government governs best * which 
governs least. In his presentation of 
the Republican side of the silver ques- 
tion, Mr. Burton was more clear, log- 
ical, consistent and candid than any 
speaker who has attempted to expound 
the international bimetallic policy on 
the stump in Los Angeles. He ex- 
plained in a plain, common-sense way 
the difference between true bimetallism 
and the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at an arbitrary ratio without re- 
lation to the value of the metals. He 
said: “‘The Populists say they want 
bimetallism; so do we. They are fora 
ratio of 16 to 1; we are for finding the 
practicable ratio and adopting it. This 
country was on a silver standard and 
is now on a gold standard. The stories 
about the secret and surreptitious de- 
monetization of silver are not true; 
they have been nailed so tight that 
they can’t be torn up again. The old 
dollar, the dollar that they say dropped 
out of the bill between the Senate and 
the White Houseé and didn’t have sense 
enough to jingle when it hit the side- 
walk, never was in the bill. A dollar 
equal to two half-dollars was in the bill, 
but some Senator had sense enough to 
point out that such a dollar could serve 
no purpose that two halves would not 
serve, and it was dropped. There was 
no mystery about it. It cuts no figure 
either way and does not effect the 
question of the right or wrong of free 
silver coinage, but the fact is that Stew- 
art voted for the act of 1873 and lauded 
the gold dollar as the only honest dol- 
lar, the only dollar that did not cheat 
the poor man, while John Sherman, 
abused as the great criminal of 1873, 
voted against the Dill. 

“T agree with my friends, the Popu- 
lists and Democrats, that with bimet- 
allism this country would be more 
prosperous, but there is difficulty in 
keeping the two metals together when 
different countries have different ra- 
tios. The only plan that can do that 
is the one proposed in the St. Louis 
platform--internationalagreement. That 
would make a silver dollar good for its 
face value all over the world and pre- | 
vent the migration of silver from 
one country to another. The free coin- 
age men are trying to ignore the laws 
of political economy, and they cannot 
repeal] those laws until they repeal the 
law of gravitation and make Niagara 
run uphill because the Thames runs 
downhill. The repeal of those laws 
and the election of Bryan will occur at 


the same time.”’

Consider- 
ation was postponed. 

At the Courthouse yesterday Rose 
Priest filed an action to have her mar- 
riage annulled and to be restored to her 
maiden name of Dearden. A complaint 
was issued charging H. G. Williams 
with obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses in connection with the sale of an 
X-ray egg tester. The Whittier Health 
Officer has resigned. Two opinions 
were handed down in_ the Supreme 
Court yesterday. One affirms the ap- 
pointment of the Superintendent of 
Schools in San Francisco by the Board 
of Education as against the act of the 
Board of Supervisors. A writ was is- 
sued from Chief Justice Beatty's hands 
directing Department One of the 5u- 
perior Court of San Diego to certify 
transcript of the record and proceed- 
ings in the action of Walters against 
Christian.

POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


NUMEROUS APPLICATIONS FOR 
LOON LICENSES RECEIVED. 


Property-owners Petition for the 
Revocation of the National Con- 
cert Hall's Permit—They Declare 
That it is a Disreputable Resort. 


The Police Commissioners held their 


variety of routine business was trans- 
acted and the consideration of applica- 
tions for saloon licenses occupied a 
large part of the session. Whatever

Ah Choo Buck said he was in the 
service of Mrs. Carr at Pasadena and 
had been in her employment for’ four- 
teer years; that on the night of the 
murder he came to Los Angeles with 
Chew Mong; they went down to Chew 
Wong Gow’'s room at 7:45 p.m. and that 
the defendant was lying upon a bed 
smoking opium and that he é4id not 
leave the room till after the shot was 
fired; that there were nine Chinese in 
the room at the time; the defendant 
and one other person wére smoking 
opium and the others were playing 
musical instruments; that when the 
pistol shot was heard Chew Wong put 
his head out at the window and said 
something, which caused Chew Wong 
Gow (the defendant,) to look out; he 
glanced back in the room, moved his 
lips and the music ceased and they all 
went down stars. 

The witness was asked upon what 
day of the month this shooting oc- 
curred, and replied that It.was June 
18 by the Chinese calendar; he #»mem- 
bered the date from the fact the next 
day was the Day of Mercy that belongs 
to family. 

Choo Ah Buck was asked if he was 
a cousin of the defendant and replied 
that he was in the company or soctetyg, 
but that no blood relationship existed 
between them. 

This witnéss gave nearly all his tex- 
timony in English ard was an’ unus- 
ually intelligent Celestial 

Paul Bizzarallo, a partner of Rosire 
in the Basket saloon, was the last wit- 
ness called by the defense before ad- 
journment, Hig testimony was similar 
to that given by Rosing, one virtually 
corroborating the other. 

Hammond Bell was asked ai few 
questions as the proceedings closed for 
the night. 

The case will be called upon the con- 
vening of court this morning. The 
courtroom has been crowded with spec- 
tators for several .ddays: Chinamen to 
the number of 100 have been present 
since the second day of the trial.

The Board of Supervisors has author- 
ized the County ,Clerk to redeem block 
J, town of Garvanza, from the tax sale

THE SUPREME COLRT. 


THE BOARD OF EDUCATION WINS 
IN SAN FRANCISCO, 


Madison Babcock is Sustained as 
Superintendent of Schools — A 
Stanislaus Rape Fiend Mast Do 
Time—Writ Directed to a San 
Diego Court. 


Commissioner Searls hag written an 
opinion_in_the cause of the State of 
California, ex rel. Charles S. Young, 
appellant, vs. Madison Babcock, re- 
spondent. 

This is an appeal from a final judg- 
ment in favor of defendant upon sus- 


taining a demurrer to the complaint of 
the relator. 


Andrew J. Moulder, the duly elected, 
qualified and acting Superintendent 
of Schools for the city and county of 
San Francisco, died on the 14th day of 
October, 1895, whereby the office of such 


Superintendent of Schools became va- 
cant. 


On November 4, 1895, the plaintiff, 
Charles S. Young, was appointed Super- 
intendent of Schools by the Board of 
Supervisors, to fill the vacancy caused 
by Moulder’s death. 

Young in due time qualified, took and 
filed his oath of office, filed his bond, 
as required by law, and contested the 
position with defendant Babcock, who 
was duly appointed by the Board of 
Education. 

The court reviews the case at length 
in all its legal phases and says in con- 
clusion: “We are of the opinion that 
the power to fill vacancies is given to 
Boards of Supervisors in and for the 
several counties of the State other than 
the city and county of San Francisco, 
and that as to the latter the power to 
fill vacancies in the office comes from 
the consolidation act and does not tn- 
clude vacancies in the office of Superin- 
tendent of Public Schools, which are to 
be filled by the Board of Education. It 
follows that the judgment appealed 
from should be affirmed and we so rec- 
ommend. Commissioners Van Clief and 
Belcher concur. The affirmation is by 
Justices McFarland, Henshaw and 
Temple. 
RAPE FIEND HAD LEGAL TRIAL. 

An opinon has been handed down 
in Department Two of the Superior 
Court, in the cause of the people, re- 
spondent, vs. F. L. Barney, appellant. 

The defendant in this action was con- 
victed by a jury in Stanislaus county 
of the crime of assault to commit rape 
upon a little girl named Boone, aged 7. 

The appeal was based upon the fol- 
lowing instruction to the jury, given by 
the trial court: “You understand, as I 
apprehend, gentlemen, that you can 
render but one of ‘two verdicts, either 
guility or not guilty. Of course, if you 
find him guilty it will be guilty of an 
attempt to commit rape.” 

It was objected that the jury might 
have found the defendant guilty of a 
simple assault, and that the court 
erred in not so instructing. The court 
says the objection is not well taken for 
two reasons. First, it clearly appears 
from the evidence that the defendant 
was either guilty of the  offerge 
charged, or not guilty at all. Second, 
if the defendant wanted the attention 
of the jury specifically called to the les- 
ser offense of simple assault. he should 
have requested the court to do so, which 
he does not appear to have done. (Peo- 


ple vs. Franklin, 70 Cal. 641; People vs. 


Guidice, 73 Cal. 226.) 

The court concludes that there was 
evidence sufficient to justify the ver- 
dict and that no material error ‘was 
committed by the court during the 
progress of the trial, hence the judg- 
ment and order appealed from are af- 
firmed. The decision its written by Com- 
missioner Belcher and concurred in by 
Commissioners Searls and Van Chief.

MAIN-STREET PAVING. 


THE TROUBLE THEREADOUT IS NOT 
YET SETTLED. 


0. W. Krause Writes a Letter to the 
City Council Protesting Against 
the Stand Taken by the Main- 


street Railway Company. 4 


The matter of the paving on Main 
street is one that seemg to have bred 
trouble from the start, the latest phase | 
of it being with regard to the sections 
of the street that have been paved up 
to date, on each side of the railway 
track, which has not yet been given 
over to the use of the public, whereat 
the railway company is complaining to 
the City Council. 

This complaint on the part of the 
railway corporation has called out, 
under date of Monday last, the follow- 
ing letter, which is self-explanatory: 

“To the Honorable City Council of the 
City of -Los Angeles: Although being 
a stockholder of the Main-street and 
Agricultural Park Railroad Company, 
I fail to see the necessity of your hon- 
orable body listening, even a minute 
to the ridiculous complaint on the part 
of the president of the said, company 
and the Los Angeles Electric Company 
concerning the barrels now to be seen 
on Main street, which are solely placed 
there for the protection of the contrac- 
tor’s work while remaining unaccepted 
by the city. 

“That the complaint in question is 
merely made with the object of dis- 
tracting the attention of your honorable 
body so as not to be compelled to do 
their part simultaneously while the 
paving of Main street is progressing, 
must appear plainly to all who have 
the welfare of the city at heart. 

“If the worthy president and direc- 
tors, most of them of the so-called 
five-share type, would unanimously de- 
cide to pave now instead of next year 
as the case may be, they would surely 
not be accused of ill-managing the com- 
pany’s affairs, even not by going so

Enthusiasm for the cause of honest 
money grows among the women of Los 
Angeles like Jonah’s gourd. -Another 
large meeting was held yesterday after- 
noon in the old California Club rooms, 
which were filled with energetic women, 
all bearing the sign of the yellow 
chrysanthemum, or the equally signifi- 
cant strip of yellow ribbon. 

At 3:15 the meeting was called to or- 
der by the president, Mrs. D. G. Steph- 
‘ens. The minutes, showing the outline 
‘of the organization, were read by the 
secretary, Mrs. Margaret Collier Gra- 
ham, and the report of the committees 
upon Ward Canvassing Committees 
was read. The purpose of these com- 
mittees is to keep the work moving 
briskly in all directions, with compact 
local organizations, ready at any time 
to report to the general officers and 
to hold a general meeting. The im- 
mediate work in hand was declared to 
be the response to the call from the 
Business Men’s Sound-money League, 
for aid in the grand rally next Satur- 
day. 

Mrs. Graham then read the following 
communication from the Republican 
Campaign Advisory Committee: 

“To the Woman’s Sound Money 
League: On behalf of the Executive 
Committee of the Business Men’s Sound 
Money Club of this city, I wish to ask 
your codéperation in regard to the 
meetings now being held at Hazard’s 
Pavilion under the auspices of the 
club, 

“Our committee was warned prior to 
each of the first three meetings held 
at that place that attempts would be 
made to disturb and break up such 
meetings by an organized gang of 
hoodlums, under the direction of a man 
whose name was given. Preparartions 
were made and the presence of police 
officers in uniform and deputy sheriffs 
with badges undoubtedly had a strong 
moral effect, as the meetirigs passed off 
with comparative quiet. We were led 
to believe that no further attempts 


of that sort were likely to be mede,. 


but our experience of last evening has 
shown that we were too sanguine. The 
individual who had been named as a 
leader was present, and attempted re- 
peaitedly to interrupt the first speaker, 
and after being compelled to resume his 
seat continued to use profane language 
until he was forcibly ejected from the 
hall by a gentleman sitting near him. 
His co-conspirators tried to get up a 
‘Yiotous demonstration outside of the 
hall, but the police were telephoned to 
and promptly dispersed them. Bene- 
fiting by this experience, such meas- 
ures have been taken as will assuredly 
preserve order at all subsequent meet- 
ings, and we feel the utmost confidence 
in guaranteeing to those who attend en- 
tire freedom from annoyance. 

‘“‘We are especially anxious that ladies 
should not be kept from attendance 
upon our meetings by fear of witness- 
ing ecenes similar to those of last even- 
ing, and trust that you will not only 
attend as often as you can make it 
convenient, but that you will urge upon 
all your relatives, friends and acquain- 
tances the desirability of showing that 
our speakerg have the sympathy and 
hearty indorsement of all good, law- 
abiding citizens. This can be best 
shown by having the Pavilion filled 
every evening with an appreciative au- 
dience, and we beg that you will co- 
operate with us by using your best ef- 
forts to secure such a desirable result. 

“Very respectfully, 

“FRANK A. GIBSON.” 

This spirited letter was received with 
a storm of applause which showed en- 
tire confidence in the ability of the men 
to preserve order in their meetings, and 
a determination to let no hoodlums pre- 
vent the attendance of loyal women at 
the sound-money gatherings. 

The meeting then divided into wards, 
each group holding a little election of 
its own which resulted in the appoint- 
ment of a chairman and secretary for 
each ward. After the gathering had 
again come to order, the reports of the 
ward secretaries were read, giving the 
names of officers and the places ap- 
pointed for ward meetings. 

In the First Ward, Mrs. E. E. Ead- 
wards was appointed chairman, and 
Mrs. Steddom secretary. The meeting 
was set for today at 3 p.m. at the resi- 
dence of Dr. Steddom, No, 718 Downey 
avenue.

Every woman in Los Angeles 
who is loyal to the cause of the gold 
standard is, without regard to age, 
race, or previous condition of servitude, 
most cordially invited to attend these 
ward meetings today. Each ward 
should have every precinct in it fully 
represented by women who are able 
and@.willing to do all they can to help 
secure prosperity for the country. 

The committee upon the invitation of 
the Business Men’s Sound Money Club 
to the Woman’s Sound Money League 


to join in the parade next Saturday 
then presented its report, recommend- 
ing that the invitation be accepted. 
The report was adopted except in the 
matter of the invitation to the.younger 
women to form @ equestrian troop, 
which was declined. 

The meeting was then adjourned, to 
be followed immediately by a business 
session of the ward committees, that 
the plan of canipaign might be decided 
upon. The foregoing outline was ap- 
proved and some of the minor details 
were settled.

HOW OUR SHEPHERDS REGARD 
THE CRIME OF ‘94. 


How the Wulilsen-Gorman Tariff of 
That Year Cut Like Any Double- 
edged Sword, 


NUTS FOR FARMERS TO CRACK. 


VALUABLE STATISTICS GLEANED 
FROM OUR BACHANGES. 


Rourke Cockran’s Opintten of the 
Professional Farmers Who Spend 
the Bulk of Their Time in 

Political Conventions, 


“The figures won't lie.” says the old 
adage and the government officers of a 


of the manufactures of wool repre- 
sented $90,000,000, standing for about 
one-third of all the woolen goods made 
in the United States in 1890. But in 1895 
the output of the American mills had 
been reduced by a percentage larger 
than that of the increase of impopts. 
So while we have capacity to manufac 
ture all woolen goods needed by our 
people, we are now importing just 
about one-half of all the woolens we 
need. Thus. in 18®5, the record of im- 
ports from the treasury tables shows 
that the woolen imports were nearly 
equal to the entire volume of woolen 
imports in the years 1891, 1892 and 1293 
ageregated. It is to be borne in mind 
in considering the teaching of these 
figures that the McKinley tariff was 
not prohibitory upon woolens, for in 
the last year under that schedule the 
imports of woolens amounted to 16,- 
48,318 for cloths alone, and were the 
largest in quantity that had been made 
up to that date.” ‘ 

As a proof of how the low tariff Tas 
helped England to the detriment of the 
United States, it is only necessary to 
quote from the Bradford Observer, 
an English newspaper published 'n the 
very heart of the English woolen in- 
dustry, which said that, “At the close 
of the past year (1895) the exports of 
woolen goods were smaller than usual

tariff. Again, during the same period, | 
the United States imported 158,000,000 
pounds of wool that might just as well 
have been produced in America. These 
Wools were produced, for the greater 
part, in France, Germany, Italy, Spain, 
the Argentine Republic and Australia. 
Of these, Australia is the largest ex- 
porter to America and produces the 
best wool in a general way, Spain, | 
Saxony and France sometimes have as 
fine woo! as France, but the yield is 
never a regular one like that of the 
great South Continent. The States of 
Oregon and Washington, if shepherds 
would take as good care of their flocks 
as the Australians bestow upon theirs, 
would soon produce as good -vool as 
that of the Antipodes. But they are 
slovgnliy and unsystematic as a class, 
and handle their sheep after the man- 
ner of “come day, go day, God send 
Sunday.” Asa proof of this, the aver- 
age “boundary rider” in Australia rides 
as good a running horse as those which 
carry off the $200 and $300 purses at 
the Oregon State fairs. . 

There is no branch of the tariff ques- 
tion about which the average Populist 
tariff-prevaricator will lie as badly as 
he will about wool, provided vou can 
get him to “talk tariff" at all. Most 
of them dodge the issue completely, 
taking the cue from Mr. Bryan, who 
seems to think that the tariff is a 
matter of no nationa! importance. In 
January, 1894, Mr. Bryan, when a inem- 
Nebraska, said 
in reference to admitting wool free of 
duty: 

“Speaking for myself, it is imma- 
terial, in my judgment, whether the 
sheep-grower receives any benefit from 
the tariff or not. Whether he doves or 
does not, I am for free wool—in order 
that our woolen manufacturers, unbur- 
dened by a tax upon foreign wool and 
unburdened by a like tax upon home- 
grown wool, may become wealthy, to 
the detriment of the farmer.” 

Most of the Populist orators will tell 
you that wool has been going down 
steadily. in spite of all the tariff legis- 
lation, either in its behalf or against 
it. But somehow they have neglected 
to couple its recession with that of 
silver, and, just why, we cannot under- 
stand. The truth of the matter is that 
prices of wool are, like those of any 
Other article of commerce, regulated by 
and subject to the great law of supply 
and demand. Up to 1860 Australia was 
our only great competitor in the export 
of wool. Since then the construction 
of railways from the Atlantic seavoard 
to the Pacific, across the Andes Moun- 
tains, has made the Argentine Republic 
almost as important a competitor as 
Australia, while the British and Dutch 
colonies at the Cape of Good Hope are 
far from being insignificant as pro- 
ducers and grow a very high grade of 
wool. The workings of the McKinley 
tariff upon the importation of wool in 
its raw state and woolen manufactured 
goods also, are entirely described in a 
recent issue of the Sacramento Record- 
Union:

to ather countries, except to the l’nited 
States.” The truth is that the export 
of woolen goods to the United States 
in that year, showed an increase of 
21 per cent. over the largest year pre- 
vious, which was 1889, when the 
mills were worked to their fullest ca- 
pacity in anticipation of increased 
duties under the McKinley bill, *vhich 
had not yet gone into effect. The 
showing made in this connection § is 
a gross value of $22,835,591 in 1889 as 
against $27,745,581 in 1895. Commenting 
on the difference between English ex- 
ports to America under the McKinley 
and the Wilson tariff, the Fresno Re- 
publican says: 

“From 1891 to 1894, while the Mc- 
Kinley tariff was in force, England 
had a hard struggle to keep enough of 
her wool in the American market to 
meet the expenses of raising sheep. 
Her average yearly wool exportation, 
reckoned in pounds avoirdupois, was 
188,647,812, for which she received $16,- 
195,276 in United States gold coin. 
When the Wilson bi'l became a law, 
however, the tide turned to a flood. The 
year 1865 saw a market in America for 
248,989,217 pounds of wool at $33,770,159, 
an inerease during twelve months of 
Democratic fostering of 115,341,405 
pounds and $16,818,883. 

If it stopped at this, it would be quite 
bad enough, in all conscience. The Eng- 
lish got enough out of America when in 
competition with American farmers, 
but they are now lowering the grade of 
their own goods, as can be proven by 
the shoddy cloth they are now making 


at 20 cents per yard in double width. 
Manchester Guardian describes 
this stuff as being “showy, but half 
worthless,” or in other words, “good- 
looking masses of the poorest shoddy, 


from Is. 3d. per yard.” 

The farmers who vote for Bryan, it 
is quite safe to’say, will not be of the 
class of farmers who grew wool for a 
living before Mr. Bryan and his party 
demonetized the American sheep. But 
they will be of the class of farmers 
that do the most of their sowing in 
FPopulistic conventions and reap their 
harvests in our Legislatures when “Col. 
Mazuma”™ calls around with his little 
cheque book. Bourke Cockran, the wit- 
tiest orator in this whole campaign, 
thus describes this class in his Kansas 
City speech: 

“Every farmer who works and toils 
has no time for active agitation, and

CALIFORNIA LEMONS. Speaking 
of the low prices at which some late 
shipments of California lemons were 
sold for in New York, the Fruit-grow- 
ers’ Guide says that one reason is the 
indifferent and careless way in which 
the packages are made up. “The qual- 
ity of the fruit,” it says, ‘‘was fine, the 
lemons being smooth skin and without 
blemish, but many lemons that were 
packed in boxes said to contain 250’s 
and 288’s, were irregular in size and 
more or less scarred. The great fault, 
however, with the appearance was that 
the boxes were not nearly filled. The 
appearances of the boxes themselves 
was very much against the sale of the 
fruit to the best advantage. It would 
seenr desirable that the different Cali- 
fornia lemon exchanges should send to 
New York and obtain a box of Sicily 
lemons of the best quality, to be used 
as an object lesson in regard to style 
of box, grading and packing.” 

This is altogether inexcusable. If 
California lemon-growers’ will pay no 
more attention to their own interests 
than to send forward their fruit in the 
slovenly way indicated in the above 
statement, they have no right to com- 
plain at gettting only low prices.

“Woolen goods brought in in 1890 
were valued at $54,165,427, but in a sin- 
@le year to 1891 were cut down to 
$43,235,499, and in 1892 to $35,792,905. As 
the commercial estimate is that it takes 
three pounds of wool in manufacture 
for every $1 of valuation, it therefore 
required 162.496.282 pounds of wool to 
make the goods imported in 1890, 129.- 
706.227 in 1891 and 107,378.715 in 1892. 
So there was a decrease in foreign wool 
supply to us in two years of 57,118.567 
pounds. All the benefit tnured to the 
American wool grower and manufac- 
turer, and it was due to the McKinley 
tariff protective measure. It was this 
benefit that the Wilson-Gorman bill, 
which Mr. Bryan assisted in framing, 
and for which he voted, cut off. In 
1898 the valuation of the imports of 
manufactures of wool were $36,987,904: 
in 1894 it was $19,219,034. But that vear 
was one of panic and general loss of 
confidence; a vear of disturbance and 
lawlessness and business d°pression. 
In the first nine months of 1896 the im- 
portation valuation was $42.988.472, so 
that the bound upward of wool imports 
Was in 1895-96.” 

The prosperity of the sheep industry 
in America, between the active opera- 
tion of the McKinley tariff in 1890 and 
the passage of the Wilson tariff nearly 
four years later, is best shown in a 
comparison between 1893 (the year be- 
fore the ‘Vilson bill went into effect.) 
and the present period. Tn 189%, the 
wool clip of that vear was 348,500,000 
pounds, with an estimated value of 
$52,000,000 in round numbers. The 
higher grades of wool brought 33 cents 
per pound, while the inferfor srades 
went from 18 to 22 cents. By Novem- 
ber, 1894, fine wool had dropped to 28 
cents, medium to 22 and low grades to 
17, and in some cases to 15%. Ry Janu- 
ary, 1895. the work of wrecking one of 
our greatest national industries had so 
far progressed that fine wools had 
dropped down to 17%@19, medium to 
15@16 and low grades to 11@13. This 
is in obedience to two laws. the one-of 
non-protection and the other of supply 
and demand. as the world’s output of 
wool is now nearly six times what is 
was at the outbreak of our civil war. 
Good and beneficent as the McKinley 
tariff unquestionably was, it eould not 
altogether keep pace with the rapid in- 
crease of supply for which there was 
no proportionately augmented demand 

he National Association of Manu- 
facturers, an association gotten up for 
business exclusively and not for anv 
political purpose whatever, have made 

@ canvass of the wool crop of the 
present year at 270,000,000 pounds, with 
@ value of $20.800,000, or a trifle over 
an average of 19 cents per pound. This 
is a falling off in three years of $21 - 
200,000, which is a clear loss of 59% per 
cent.

crude state, it was far worse upon the 
American manufactured wool. With 


the craze which always prevails. in 
favor of foreign-made suitings, because 
they hold their colors better though 
they never wear any better, there was 
bound to be a rush for these goods as 
gooon as the Wilson bill became effec- 
tive. Continuing 


this subject, the 
Record-Union says: “U'nder the first 
year of the Wilson bill foreign imporis 


think the condition of the farmer can 
be improved by agitation, or by legisla- 
tion, or by administration—if they were 
actual farmers they would know better, 
and the actual farmers wil! show them 
the error of their conclusions when 
they come to deal with these proposi- 
tions at the ballot box.” 

To the American people this question 
of protection on American products in 
order that the American market may be 
perpetuated and endowed with a sta- 
bility it does not now possess, will be 
submitted on election day, one week 
from next Tuesday. Commenting on 
the present condition of business in 
America, the Record-Union again says: 

“At that time, 1895, men and women 
skilled in woolen working went beg- 
ging for work in the United States, 
while in England the labor of the 
country flocked to the wool manufac- 
tories in such numbers that even the 
housemaids left service to take places 


at the looms, leaving hundreds of 
households in the Bradford section 
stranded for want of ‘help,’ while in 


America the mills were closed down or 
running on short hours and short pay. 
In 1892 we had mills enough in the 
United States devoted to the woo) in- 
dustry to give employment to 230,000 
persons, and wages were rising in that 
industry, having advanced nearly 20 
per cent. under the McKinley law. 
Now 80 per cent. of the mills are idle 
or barely moving.” 

The election of Bryan would not only 
be a disaster to our national finances, 
but a death-blow to our local indus- 
tries, especially the sheep business and 
the manufacture of woolen goods. It 
would throw the latter branch of trade 
wholly into English hands, from which 
it could not be rescued in the next 
generation. The San Francisco Chron- 
icle’s editorial writer upon industrial 
questions has evidently looked the 
ground well over, for in a recent issue 
of that paper he says: , 

“It would no longer be profitable to 
raise sheep, except for mutton, nor to 
keep open woolen mills. Such mills as 
are running now in anticipation of an 
early duty on wool would rapidly go 
to pieces. What the American recom- 
pense for this Joss would be we leave 
it to free traders to explain._It- could 
not be cheaper clothing, for if the 
English ever monopolize our market 


course of monopolists and charge “all 
the traffic will bear,”’ only lowering the 
rate temporarily when there should 
be signs of an awakening competition 
here.” 

There is the whole question, plainly 
stated, so that any man who can read 
it at all can thoroughly understand it. 
If you have a fortune that you do not 
know how to dispose of except by es- 
tablishing soup-houses for operatives 
who can find no work and are perish- 
ing for lack of the bare necessities of 
life, go ahead and vote for Bryan. But 
if you want to see the country go on 
and improve, as it is certain .to do 
under a proper system of protection to 
American labor, vote for the best friend 
the laboring man ever has had, Wil- 
liam McKinley of Ohio,

Ameican Economist says: ; 

“The imports of lemons and oranges 
for the latest fiscal year, ending June 
30, 1896, were larger than in amy pre- 
vious year on record. This must be 
unsatisfactory news to American grow- 
ers of citrus fruits in Florida and Cali- 
fornia, because every single orange or 
lemon that we buy from abroad takes 
the place of American-grown fruit and 
helps to denreciate the value of the 
produce of our own orchards. Growers 
of oranges and lemons should call to 
mind the fact that they receive less 
protection under the Gorman-Wilson 
bill than was accorded them by the 
McKinley tariff.” 


CANNED FRUITS. The Cutting 
Packing Company, in their circular of 
October 15, reports that there is noth- 
ing yet doing in canned fruits, but as 
the pack of Califronia fruit was much 
below the average quantity this season 
there are reasons for believing that 
a demand will soon manifest itself. 

DRY GOODS. Dun’s Review, in its 
last issue, says the New York market 
for cotton goods has ruled monoto- 
nously dull from day to day in all de- 
partments. “Buyers,” it says, “have 
been in limited attendance and busi- 
ness arising through mail orders barely 
up to the recent average. It is evident 
that there is a well-defined determina- 
tion on the part of purchasers to do 
as little as possible this side of elec- 
tions, whatever course they may pur- 
sue er that. Sellers appear to be 
just as little anxious to press business. 
With indifferent stocks they can af- 
ford to wait, and are meanwhile holhdi- 
ing steadily to previous prices. Busi- 
ness in woolen goods has been without 
prominent features.”

NEW WATERPROOF FARBRIC. The 
San Francisco Chronicle reports that a 
new fabric of beautiful appearance is 
to be put on the market, and which will 
be an improvement on the waterproof 
coated materials hitherto used. The im- 
provement consists in giving the coated 
surface of such waterproof goods a 
dressing formed by a film of powder 
made by reducing glass to an impalpa- 
ble dust and finely sieved, so as to re- 
move all crystallized appearance, this 
coating giving to the surface treated a 
fine, soft, silky and luminous effect. 

Thus coated the material may be or- 
namented either before or after vulcan- 
ization by printing or other method, 
in suitable medium, and in the coloring

preferred, the desired pattern or de- 
For this purpose colors having 
an India rubber or other suitable water- 
proof medium are selected; and, in 
order to counteract the adhesive prop- 
erty, the material is treated after orna- 
mentation to a second coating of pul- 
verized glass; this also produces a lum- 
inous appearance; while not being sol- 
uble in water, it possesses the ad- 
vantage of being more substantial and 
lasting in its effects than the ordinary 
powders employed.

NEW YORK MARKETS, 


Shares and Money.

NEW YORK, Oct, 20.—The stock market 
today displayed a substantial increase in 
activity and business was fairly well dis- 
tributed. Aggressive strength was noted, and 
in one or two cases the shorts were severely 
treated, notably in Burlington and Chicago 
Gas. For several days rumors have been cur- 
rent of a probable squeeze of shorts in both 
properties. Especial significance was attached 
to the fact that the largest buying orders in 
the last-mentioned stocks were received from 
a banking house which has chiefly been in- 
terested with the management. The extreme 
increase scored was 4% per cent., to 65%. t 
intervals the speculation was quite animated 
and the dealings embraced a number of the 
usually inactive shares. The upward course 
of prices was again engineered in the face of 
a stringent money market, and again the 
chief motive power from forecasting of a con- 
tinuation of the present extraord:nary grain 
movement and advances in the prices of 
cereals. An additional bull factor was the 
reported engagement of an aggregate of over 
$5,000,000 in gold from Europe, together with 
reports of a car famine at the West, Higher 
London quotations and moderate purchases 
for that account stimulated fractional ad- 
vances at the opening, with the greatest ac- 
tivity in Sugar and the Grangers. Increasing 
strength ruled until mid-day, when a reac- 
tionary tendency developed on realizations 
and Manhattan and Sugar, which had earlier 
exhibited a sagging tendency, in contrast to 
the general list. dropped 1% and 5%, per cent., 
respectively. The other reactions were small 
and the upward trend was soon resumed and 
on buying for both accounts further gains 
were recorded. Sugar and Manhattan sub- 


sequently made full recoveries, Money 
on call ranged between 4 and 8 per 
cent., closing at 5 r cent., and in the 


afternoou a slight stiffening in exchange rates 
was noted, due to the arangements made by 
old importers. The speculation in the late 
ealings Was stimulated by a _ revival of 
strength in the wheat market. The closing 
was at the best prices of the day. ~ Railroad 
bonds were strong and more active. The sales 
were 1,234,000. Gevernment bonds made a 
further slight gaifm on purchases of 22,000. 
Silver certificates were steady.

The first transactions in December 
were at from 77%@77% cents, but before 11 
o'clock it had declined to 76%. The change 
in speculative sentiment at Liverpool was 
the main cause of weakness which developed 
here, but not the only reason. The public 
and private Liverpool cables received before 
the opening did not agree as to the decline 
in that market. Private cables showed a de- 
cline of from 1% to 24. The crowd appeared 
to believe this result to be the correct one, 
albeit the worst, and sold wheat liberally on 
it. Later cables confirmed their good judg- 
ment. Northwestern receipts were again op- 
pressively heavy. Minneapolis and Duluth 
received 1735 cars, compared with 1433 on the 
similar day of the week before, and 1436 on 
the corresponding day of the previous year. 
The Chicago receipts were 277 cars, but with- 
drawals from store were only 10,000 bushels.

JUSTICE AWAITS THE END OF A 
PERSONAL QUARREL. 


Why the Trial of the Murderers of 
Mes. Platt Does not Procecd—The 
Two Indians Kept in Solitary 
Confinement Four Weeks Awalt- 


SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


NEED OF PROTECTION FOR 
CITRUS-FRUIT GROWERS,

A Practicni Statement of the Conse- 
quences of Forcign Competition.

SAN DIEGO, Oct. 20.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) A. S. Crowder, president 
of the La Mesa Lemon Company, 
buyers and shippers of citrus fruits, 
said to the Times correspondent to- 
day: “I cannot possibly 
why the people of Southern California 
should wish the election of Bryan, a 
radical free trader. I do not believe 
they do. Protection should be our 
watchword. All other policies fade into

grower is concerned. It Is not a ques- 
tion whether or not protection is the 
best policy—it is the only policy to be 
pursued if we are to make anything of 
this country except a resort for in- 
valids.

RIVERSIDE, Oct. 20.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) For four weeks Trujillo 
and Rodriguez have been kept in soll- 
tary confinement im cells in the City 
Jail, charged with the murder of Mrs. 
Platt, the Pachango Indian teacher, 
and during all that time the public 
have been kept from a knowledge of 
the evidence against them as well as 
the cause of the delay in their trial. 
The Times correspondent, however, ras 
learned from those in a position to 
know somthing of the story back cf the 
case. 
At the first trial of the Indians, 
Guavish, Rodriguez and Trujillo were 
defendants, the jury failing to agree. 

When the time came for the second 
trial, it was decided to try Guavish 
alone. It was significant that two of 
the most important.witnesses were rot 
present, Martin Aguerre, the Los An- 
geles detective who had worked up the 
whole story, and M. S. Shawl, one of 
the persons who made a thorough 
search of the ruins of the school house, 
when the charred remains of Mrs. Platt 
were found. The evidence against (iva- 
vish was not as complete as tnat in 
the first trial, and he was acquitted, 
though he was afterwards sentenced 
to twenty years from Los Angeles on 
another charge. 

It is learned now that the reason why 
Aguerre and Shawl were dropped from 
the list of witnesses at the second tria) 
was the fact that they insisted on 
another attorney being engaged to as- 
sist Attorney Gill, and the latter re- 
fused to consent to the hiring of an 
assistant attorney by friends of Mrs. 
Platt. The latter were anxious to ¢fe- 


cure some one of the lead- 
ing criminal lawyers of Los An- 
geles, while the District Attorney 


insisted on trying the case to suit 
himself. Thus a division arose which 
—- in the case being greatly weak- 
ened. 

Something is also learned of the rea- 
son for the last arrest of Rodriguez 
and Trujillo. It seems that after the 
failure to convict Guayish» the case 
against these men was dropped, and 
they got the impression that they could 
not again be brought up for trial, and 
began to talk altogether too freely, 
congratulating themselves on _ their 
escape and at times openly confessing 
complicity in the murder. They re- 
peatedly admitted that Molino, who 
had pleaded guilty and made a confes- 
sion, Had in his first confession told 
the truth In everything except the rav- 
ishing of the unfortunate woman, they 
at all times stoutly denying that they 
had done this, though they could give 
no other satisfactoryy reason for tak- 
ing her from the house to the willows. 
They openly confessed to a number 
of men that they had been present 
when Guavish demanded money of her, 
and had choked fier to death because 
she refused to give him money, and 
that they had aided in building the 
pyre on which she was cremated. 

But with all the new evidence, it 
seems doubtful if the Indians can ve 
convicted without the witnesses who 
have been alienated by -the refusal of 
the District Attorney to allow friends 
of Mrs. Platt to employ assistant coun- 
sel, and whle an attempt is being made 
to get them to aid the prosecution and 
to adjust the differences which seem to 
have sadly weakened the case in the 
past, the two defendants are kept 
locked in solitary confinement, and 
there Is no evidence that the case is in 
any way approaching trial. 

BOYS ARRESTED. 

A crowd of boys who call themselves 
the “East Side Push,” have been ar- 
rested for disturbing the peace, the 
particular offense consisting of raiding 
a melon patch. For some time the peo- 
ple of the East Side have been annoyed 
by boys who threw street cars from the 
track, took nuts off of bolts on the Vic- 
toria bridge and perpetrated many 
similar offenses. It is now proposed to 
make an example of the boys arrested, 
and they will be brought before Justice 
Mills Thursday.

Our competitors, 
the growers of Sicily, Mexico, West 
Indies, etc., are meeting and beating 
us on every hand. Sicilian lemons 
come as far west as Denver. Sicily 
growers can sell lemons-in Denver as 
cheaply as we can, and further east 
they can undersell us. Mexico is ship- 
ping oranges, limes and lemons to 
Chicago via Guaymas, and to all in- 
terstate points. Mexico is a heavy 
shipper of limes to San _ Francisco. 
Even the South Sea Islands occasion- 
ally ship fruit to this coast. This 
leaves us a very limited market—and 
it is invaded at certain times—included 
in the northwestern States and Terri- 
tories, Oregon, Washington, Idaho, 
Montana, Wyoming, Utah and Colo- 
rado—a territory containing not more 
than 4,000,000 people. The balance of 
the 70,000,000 of the United States are 
in large measure debarred from deal- 
ing with us. 

“TI need scarcely add that the reason 
we cannot compete with the foreigners 
is that we pay more, yes many times 
more, for the land, for irrigation, for 
freight, and most important of all, for 
labor, than do the growers in foreign 
countries. American land-owners get 
these greater prices for their lands 
from us; American engineers and sup- 
ply men get these greater prices from 
us for building irrigating systems; 
American railroads get these greater 
rates we pay them and American 
laborers get these greater prices for 
their labor. We don’t want a pro- 
hibitary tariff. All we ask for is a 
tariff that will put us on an ever foot- 
ing, as regards the cost of production, 
with the foreign grower, and to such 
end we would favor the creation of a 
non-partisan commission to regulate 
the tariff based upon that difference in 
the cost of production. 

“I have often been approached by 
Bryan men with the proposition that 
were it not for the heavy railroad rates 
we would not need a tariff. The rail 
rates are too high, I will admit, still if 
the railroad companies would trans- 
port our fruit free of charge, we could 
not successfully compete for three: 
fourths of the year with the foreigner. 
And that is chiefly on account of the 
cost of the labor. Give us labor at 
European wages and we will not ask 
for protection. These arguments will 
apply with weight to the conditions 
surrounding the growing of prunes, 
olives, raisins, and many other Cali- 
fornia products.”
